REPORT  of  SUB-COMMITTEES  to  COMMIT- 

TEE  OF  FINANCE. 

The  Sub- Committees  chosen  by  the  Committee  of 
Finance,  one  to  assist  the  Treasurer  in  the  collection  of 
Taxes,  and  the  other  to  advise  with  the  Assessors  relative 
to  abatements,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  joint 
report : 

Immediately  after  their  appointment  in  October  last, 
they  thought  it  advisable  for  simplifying  the  affairs  of 
the  Treasury,  and  to  obtai^i  a  clear,  intelligible  view  of 
them,  to  have  the  unsettled  balances  of  all  the  books  of 
8  past  years,  transcribed  into  one  book,  in  alphabetical 
'^rder ;    this  has  been  done  with  great  p;iin^,   and   the 
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scattered  contents  of  96  loose  books  are  now  so  arranged 
as  to  afford  a  ready  view  of  the  delinquents'  names,  and 
of  the  sums  due  from  each. 

They  also  advised  the  Assessors  to  an  alphabetical 
arrangement  of  the  names  of  persons  who  had  obtained 
abatements,  and  of  the  sums  allowed  to  each  ;  these  are 
also  contained  in  a  large  folio  volume.  These  books 
are  now  offered  to  the  inspection  of  the  Committee. 

From  these  books  it  appears,  that  many  persons  have 
been  taxed  in  the  8  past  years,  who  have  paid  nothing 
'  towards  the  public  burthens  ;  some  of  them  were  able 
at  the  time,  but  from  change  of  circumstances,  cannot 
now  pay  any  part  of  what  has  been  assessed  on  them  : 
while  others  are  still  able,  but  have  not  been  sufficiently 
urged  to  compel  them  to  their  duty.  Many  taxes  have 
been  lost  to  the  town,  from  having  been  laid  on  persons 
occupying  real  estate,  which  being  afterwards  transfer- 
red by  sales  or  execution  to  other  persons,  the  original 
owners  were  unable  to  pay  the  taxes,  and  the  purcha- 
sers were  not  liable  by  law.

From  wliich  it  appears  that  the  town  owes  22520  37 
more  than  its  credits  :  to  which  must  be  added 
the  loss   which  will  be  experienced  on  back

distinct  from  the  amount  of  current  expenses  of  State, 
County  and  Town.  Your  Committee  will  not  presume 
to  say,  whether  any  part  of  this  should  be  provided  for 
the  present  year,  when  public  and  private  burthens  will 
fall  very  heavy  on  a  distressed  people  :  but  they  would 
iir£^c  the  necessity  of  collecting  the  outstanding  arrears, 
before  they  become  desperate. 

They  also  suggest  the  propriety  of  recommending  to 
the  town,  to  apply  to  the  General  Court  for  a  law,  to 
make  the  sums  taxed  on  real  estate,  a  lien  upon  said 
estate,  which  in  case  of  transfer  of  the  property,  would 
secure  the  tax  to  the  Town.

The  above  having  been  considered  by  the  Commit- 
tee at  a  general  meeting,  May  18,  1813,  a  report  was 
agreed  upon  to  be  laid  before  the  auditors  of  accounts, 
of  which  the  following  is  an  extract. 

The  undersigned  being  a  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Committee  of  Finance,  arc  directed  to  present  the  sub- 
joined report  to  the  auditors  of  accounts,  in  conformity 
to  a  vote  of  the  town,  passed  Oct.  7,   1812. 


1  he  committee  are  unable  to  suggest  any  adequate 
remedy  to  be  adopted  by  the  Town  to  prevent  a  similar 
deficiency  in  the  collection  of  ta5^es  due,  but  the  one 
which  is  to  be  found  in  the  elective  franchise,  by  placing 
in  the  cince  of  Collector  of  taxes  such  men  only  as  will 
follow  the  directions  of  the  town,  and  the  obligations  of 
law  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  without  attempting 
to  exercise  any  discretionary  power.  It  appears  to 
your  Committee  that  had  there  been  proper  energy  in 
the  collection  of  taxes,  the  balance  now  due  would  have 
been  comparatively  small  ;  and  if  individuals  had  been 
compelled  to  a  setdement  of  their  taxes  annually,  either 
by  payment  or  abatement,  the  Assessors  would  not  have 
continued  from  four  to  nine  years,  to  tax  persons  who 
were  unable  to  pay  the  first  tax  ;  and  those  only  would 
have  been  taxed  who  were  able  to  pay. 

The  committee  are  aware  that  the  sum  of  sixty  thou- 
sand dollars  will  not  pay  the  deficiency  occasioned  by  loss 
of  taxes,  as  they  are  fully  persuaded  that  not  more  than 
one  third  of  the  outstanding  taxes  will  ever  be  recov- 
ered by  the  Town.v

These  reports  and  statements  were  handed  to  the  audi- 
tors of  accounts,  who  closed  their  communication  to  the 
town  as  follows  : — An  increase  of  taxes  at  this  time,  for 
the  purpose  of  extinguishing  the  debt  of  the  Town,  the 
committee  have  not  the  temerity  to  recommend  ;  but 
to  avoid  as  far  as  may  Jdc  possible  hereafter,  any  losses 
to  the  Town,  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  the  committee 
in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  Sub- Committee  of 
Finance,  presented  herewith,  would  recommend  as  a  sal- 
utary measure,  that  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  effect 
a  more  speedy  collection  of  the  taxes  which  may  hereaf- 
ter be  committed  to  him,  as  well  as  of  those  which  are 
outstanding.  And  agreeably  to  another  report  of  the 
Sub-Committee  of  Finance  herewith  submitted,  thev 
recommend  **that  application  be  made  to  the  General 
Court  for  such  alteration  of  the  law  as  mav  make  tlie 
sums  taxed  on  R.eal  Estate  a  lien  upon  said  estate, 
which  in  case  of  transfer  of  the  property  would  secure 
the  tax  to  the  town,"— And  further  th^t  all  such  pow- 


€rs  may  be  given  to  the  Treasurer  and  Collector  of 
taxes,  as  that  he  may,  by  a  vigilant  use  of  them,  enforce 
a  more  equitable  adjustment  of  the  public  burthens,  and 
remove  the  evils  to  which  the  present  system  is  liable,

At  the  late  Town-Meeting,  the  24th  inst.  it  was  voted, 
That  the  Committee  of  finance  be  instructed  to  take  into 
consideration  and  report  at  the  adjournment,  such  altera- 
tions in  the  present  system  of  assessing  and  collecting 
the  town  taxes  as  they  may  see  fit,  also  the  propriety  of 
applying  to  the  legislature  for  a  law,  for  tlie  purpose  of 
altering  the  present  mode  of  choosing  the  Town  Treas^ 
urer  and  Collector  as  regards  this  town. 

Tke  following  Report  wus  aho  directed  to  he  printed, 

THE  Committee  who  were  appointed  at  the  meeting 
ef  the  town  in  March  last,    "to  consider  what  measures 
it  will  be  proper  for  the  town  to  adopt,   to  remedy  the 
growing  evil  of  forestalling  the  market,'*  report  that^ 
from  the  inquiries  which  they  have  made,  in  performing 
the  duty  assigned  to   them,  they  are  satisfied  that  the 
evil  complained  of,  exists  to  a  great  degree.     From  the 
regulations  which  have  been  adopted,  the  ancient  market 
has  within  a  few  years  assumed  an  appearance  of  order 
and   neatness,  which  is  highly  creditable  to  the  tovm. 
But  amidst  this  appearance  of  regulation,  it  is  found 
that  many  individuals,  not  content  to  share   the  profits 
with  the   fair  dealer,  pursue   a   system   of  monopoly. 
Many    persons,    some  of  whom  are  inhabitants  of  the 
town,  and  others  of  adjoining  towns,  but  none  of  w^hom 
are  proprietors  of  fiirms  in  the  country,  have  stalls  ^nd 
stands  in  the  market,  where  they  regularly  expose  pro- 
visiois  for  sale,  which  have  been  purchased  to  sell  in  the 
market  at  an  advanced  price.     Some  of  these  persons 
profess  to  sell  upoi¥  commission  ;  but  whetlier  they  sell 
upon  their  own  account  and  risk,  or  upon  commission, 
the  effect   upon  the  public  is  equally  injurious.     It  is 
found  likewise,  that  many  persons  of  this  description, 
keep  carts  in  taverns  near  the  market,  and  that  they  oc- 
cupy  at  early  hours  in  the  morning,  the   most  central 
spots  in  Dock- Square.      The  dealer  from  the  country 
is  often  in  this  w^ay  excluded  from  the  market  place^ 
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and,  being  obliged  to  go  to  other  parts  of  the  town,  he 
is  frequently  induced  to  sell  his  load  at  a  low  rate  to  the 
wholesale  purchaser.  Facilities  for  storing  provisions 
thus  obtained,  are  found  in  houses  and  cellars  near  the 
market,  the  owners  and  occupants  of  which  are  licensed 
as  victuallers  and  retailers,  and  the  articles  are  often 
kept  so  long  as  to  become  unwholesome.  By  this  per- 
nicious system,  the  price  of  provisions  is  always  kept  at 
a  high  rate. 

The  committee  are  sensible,  that  many  persons  iiave 
been  compelled  by  the  calamities  of  the  times,  to  aban- 
don their  ordinary  occupations,  and  to  resort  to  these 
practices  for  obtaining  a  living.  But  as  all  practice35 
which  tend  to  make  the  market  dearer  to  the  fair  trader, 
are  at  all  times  injurious  to  the  community,  and  more 
especially  in  times  like  the  present  ;  it  is  the  duty  of  a 
wise  police  to  restrain  such  practices  by  inflicting  ade- 
quate punishment  on  offenders.  Our  own  laws  are  not 
silent  on  this  subject.  It  is  more  owing  to  the  remiss- 
ness of  the  citizens  in  enforcing  them,  by  neglecting  to 
complain  of  offenders  to  the  proper  authority,  and  to  fur- 
liirnish  the  evidence  which  is  necessary  to  produceconvic- 
tion,  than  to  any  defect  in  the  laws  themselves,  that  offen- 
ces against  the  market  so  frequently  pass  with  impunity. 

It  is  an  offence  in  any  person  to  buy  provisions  com- 
ing to  market,  where  the  same  should  be  sold,  except 
for  his  own  use  ;  so  likewise  to  dissuade  persons  from 
bringing  provisions  there,  or  to  persuade  them  to  en- 
hance the  price  of  them  when  there.  It  is  an  offence 
to  buy  provisions  in  market,  whether  animal  or  vegeta- 
ble and  to  sell  them  there  again  ;  also  to  get  into  one*s 
possession,  or  to  buy  up  large  quantities  of  provisions,  with 
the  intent  to  sell  them  again.  Offenders  of  this  char- 
acter, persons  selling  by  false  weights  and  measures, 
or  practising  deception  in  the  use  of  weights  and  meas- 
ures, which  conform  to  the  lawful  standard,  persons 
guilty  of  fraud  in  the  sale  of  bread,  wood,  hay  or  of  any 
other  commodity,  and  the  whole  tribe  of  cheats  and  deal- 
ers against  common  honesty,  are  liable  on  conviction  to 
be  punished  with  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  it  is  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Judge,  before  whom  the  conviction  is 
had,  to  enhance  the  ignominy  of  the  punishment  accor- 
ding to  the  degree  and  aggravation  of  the  offence.  From 
the  a^-rangement  of  the  se^ions  of  the  Municipal  Court 


in  the  town  ofBostcm,  conviction  and  punishment  may 
follow  the  commission  of  these  offences  with  the  necessary 
promptness.  Several  persons  have  recently  been  convic- 
ted in  thatCourt  and  punished  for  them*  The  commit- 
tee are  therefore  of  opinion,  that  the  laws  m  being  are  ade- 
quate to  restrain  and  punish  the  offences  against  the  mar- 
ket, which  have  become  a  subject  of  so  just  complaint. 
But  inasmuch  as  great  remissness  has  prevailed  among 
the  citizens  generally  in  complaining  of  and  in  prosecu- 
ting these  offences,  and  as  the  same  evils  wiU  in  all  prob- 
ability increase,  unless  effectual  measures  be  taken  to 
check  the  mischief ;  the  Committee  propose,  for  the 
consideration  of  their  fellow  citizens,  the  adoption  of 
the  following  votes  and  orders,  viz. 

1.  Votedy  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  citizens 
generally  to  complain  to  the  Law  officers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, to  the  Grand  Jury,  and  to  the  justices  of 
the  Peace,  of  all  instances  of  forestalling,  regrating,  en- 
grossing and  of  other  fraudulent  practices  in  the  market, 
which  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  and  to  furnish  the 
necessary  evidence  of  the  same,  that  measures  may  there- 
upon be  immediately  taken  to  bring  the  offenders  to 
punishment. 

2.  Voted^  that  there  be  annually  chosen  by  the  town, 
or  otherwise  appointed  in  such  way  as  the  town  shall 
direct,  twelve  substantial  citizens,  who  shall  be  called 
Inspectors  of  the  market,  and  whose  special  duty  it  shall 
be,  to  enquire  after  and  cause  to  be  prosecuted  accor- 
ding to  law,  all  forestallers,  regraters,  engrossers  and 
fraudulent  dealers  in  the  market,  either  by  false  weights 
and  m^sures,  or  in  any  other  way, 

3.  Foted,  that  the  license  of  any  person  to  sell  in  the 
market,  who  shall  be  duly  convicted  of  any  of  the  offen- 
ces aforesaid,  shall  be  immediately  taken  away,  and  that 
he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  hire  or  use  a  stall  in  the 
market,  or  to  expose  articles  for  sale  there,  for  a  term 
not  less  than  one  year  from  and  after  such  conviction,  and 
that  this  regulation  be  enforced  by  a  bye-law  of  the  town. 

No.  I. 
IT  is  hereby  ordered,  that  no  person,  who  shall  at 
any  time  hereafter  be  convicted  of  either  of  the  offences 
of  forestalling,  regrating,  engrossing,  or  of  any  species 
of  fraudulent  dealing  in  the  market,  shall  be  permitted 
to  use  or  hire  a  stall,  or  have  and  occupy  any  stand  in 
cither  of  the  public  markets  of  the  town,  or  in  any  of 
the  streets  leading  thereto,  for  the  purpose  of  offering 
for  sale  any  article  of  provisions  usually  sold  in  market, 
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for  the  term  of  one  year  from  and  alter  such  conviction 
and  in  case  any  person  shall  after  such  conviction,  and 
within  the  said 'term  of  time,  presume  to  use  or  occupy 
any  stall  of  stand  in  either  of  the  said  markets,  or  in 
any  of  the  streets  leading  thereto,  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, he  shall  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  dollars,  nor  less  than  two  dollars,  the 
one  moiety  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  complainant,  and 
the  other  moiety  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  town.* 

4.  Voted,  that  that  part  of  the  ancient  market,  which 
is  called  Dock  Square,  be  appropriated  to  dealers  from 
the  country,  and  that  no  inhabitant  of  the  town,  or  of 
any  neighboring  town,  not  offering  for  sale  the  pro  duce 
of  his  own  farm,  shall  be  permitted  to  occupy  the 
same,  to  the  exclusion  of  th^  bona  Jida  country  dealer,  and 
that  this  regulation  be  enforced  by  a  bye-law  of  the  town. 

No.  II. 

It  is  hereby  ordered,  that  no  person  not  offering  for 
sale  the  produce  of  his  own  farm,  shall  be  permitted  to 
occupy  that  part  of  the  ancient  market,  which  is  called 
Dock- Square.  And  if  any  such  person  shall  presume 
to  occupy  with  his  cart,  team,  or  in  any  other  way,  the 
said  Dock- Square,  after  being  ordered  to  remove  there- 
from by  the  Clerk  of  the  Market,  he  shall  forfeit  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  dollars,  nor  less  than  two  dollars  for 
every  hour  in  which  he  shall  continue  to  offend  in  thi^ 
respect,  the  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  com- 
plainant, and  the  other  moiety  thereof  to  the  use  of  the 
town.* 

5.  Voted,  that  the  approbation  of  the  selectmen  be 
withholden  from  any  persons,  the  owners  or  occupants 
of  any  house,  store  or  cellar,  applying  for  a  license  as  a 
taverner,  victualler  or  retailer,  who  shall  be  known  to 
aid  and  encourage  in  the  commission  of  any  of  the 
offences  against  the  market,  which  are  herein  before  de- 
scribed.    All  of  which  is  most  respectfullv  submitted  by

The  Committee,  in  exhibiting;  this  deficiency  iu 
the  collection  between  the  first  oi  October  and  20th 
of  May,  feel  confident  that  the  I'own  will  not  impute 
any  neglect  to  the  Treasurer  and  Collector,  nor  any 
unwarrantable  remissness  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  ; 
when  the  peculiar  hardships  and  stagnation  of  busi- 
ness of  the  past  year  are  considered.  It  has  been 
with  the  advice  of  the  Committee,  that  the  Collector 
has  forborne  to  urge  the  settlement  of  the  above  with 
the  rigour  of  the  law  :  the.  property  of  many  of  the 
persons  owing  the  above  balance  is  so  circumstanced, 
that  if  pressed,  the  whole  must  have  been  abated ; 
but  the  Treasurer  is  of  opiiion,  that  S4000  may  be 
collected  of  the  outstanding  taxes,  and  considered  in 
this  year's  estimate.

The  (Jommittee  have  found  that  their  recontmenda- 
don  of  a  reduction  of  the  debt  of  14000  dollars  per 
annum,  could  not  be  carried  into  full  effect,  owing  to 
unusual  expenses  that  have  arisen  in  consequence  of 
the  war ;  and  also  owing  to  the  advanced  price  of 
oil  and  other  articles  for  Town's  use,  from  the  same 
cause.  They  feel  gratified,  that  in  the  peculiar  cir- 
cumstances of  the  times,  the  debt  has  not  been  in- 
creased, but  has  diminished  7545  dollars. 

They  recommend  in  addition  to  a  provision  of 
14000  dollars  sinking  fund  for  this  year,  that  7000 
dollars  be  added,  to  make  up  the  deficiency  of  the 
last  year^  This  system  being  steadily  pursued  will 
discharge  the  debt  in  four  years.

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At  a  Court  of  Sessions  begun  and  liolden  at  Bos- 
ton in  an€l  fe  the  County  of  Suffolk  on  the  first  Tues- 
day of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  nineteen^  the  Subscribfir  was  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  make  an  Estimate  of  all  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  found  necess^ary  and  suf- 
ficient to  raise  by  way  of  Tax  on  the  Coiinty  the  present 
year,  for  defraying  the  expences  and  necessaiy  charg-- 
es  of  the  County  and  generally  to  enquire  into  the 
finances  of  said  County,  and  make  report  what  sum  it 
will  be  necessary  to  apply  for  to  the  Honorable  Gen- 
eral Court  as  a  Tax  to  be  levied  on  said  County. 

In  pursuance  of  the  power  and  authority  aforesaid, 
the  Committee  begs  leave  to  report^  that  he  lias  ex^ 
amined  into  all  the  Accounts  of  said  County,  lias  set- 
tled the  Annual  Account  with  the  County  Treasurer, 
and  has  explored  all  the  resources  of  the  County^  and 
the  debts  due  from  the  same.  From  all  which  it  ap- 
pears^ that  the  outstanding  Taxes  already  levied  and 
assessed  the  last  year^  are  sufficient  to  enable  the 
Treasurer  to  meet  the  payments  which  shall  accrue  the 
present  year,  until  the  Tax  now  prayed  for^  shall  be- 
come receivable  into  the  Treasury.  The  Committee  is 
also  of  opinion  that  a  Tax  for  a  sum  less  than  the  whole 
amount  of  the  Current  expence  of  the  year,  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  enable  the  Treasurer  to  meet  the  expences  of 
the  County,  and  to  continue  the  operations  of  the 
Treasury  without  hazarding  any  stopage  or  denial  of 
payment.  And  the  Committee  is  fully  of  opinion  that 
it  will  be  expedient  to  petition  the  Honourable  General 
Couii^^  at  the  present   Session  to  grant  a  Tax  for  the 
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uses  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  of  the   sum  of  sixteen 
thousand  dollars.

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  '^forming  a  Ta- 
ble stating  all  the  Fees  of  Office  established  by  law,  and  that  the 
same  he  pitblished  with  the  ,Bnnual  Report  of  the  Committee  of  FU 
nance*''  have  to  - 


That  in  performing  the  duty  assigned  them,  they  have  found 
it  a  nork  of  much  time  and  labour  and  they  are  therefore  unable  to 
present  the  subject  in  so  full  a  view  as  they  would  wish.  They  have 
found  during  their  examination  of  the  several  laws  on  this  subject, 
that  owing  to  necessary  alterations,  which  experience  from  time  to 
time  had  dictated,  it  was  necessary  to  examine  the  statutes  of  several 
sessions  of  the  Legislature  tp  ascertain  the  precise  amount  of  fees  to 
which  some  officers  were  entitled,  and  they  take  the  liberty  to  sug- 
gest, whether  it  would  not  be  advantageous  to  the  public  that  an  ap- 
plication should  be  made  to  the  Legislature  to  adopt  some  mode  rela- 
tive to  Fees  of  Officers,  presenting  them  in  a  more  condensed  and  de- 
finite form.

TENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Committee  of  Finance  respectfully  submit  the  following 

BY  an  order  of  the  City  Council,  passed  May  20th,  the 
Committee  of  Finance  were  "instructed  to  report  the  sum  that  it 
may  be  expedient  to  raise  by  a  tax  for  the  present  year.'*  This 
is  the  only  duty  which  has  been  assigned  them,  excepting  a  Re- 
port from  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Health.  But  as  the 
expenses  of  the  city  v/ill  in  future  comprehend  all  the  expendi- 
tures heretofore  made  for  the  town  and  county,  the  Committee 
have  found  it  necessary  to  look,  with  some  care,  into  its  various 
concerns ;  and  have  thought  it  might  be  well,  on  tlws  occasion, 
and  not  entirely  foreign  from  their  duty,  to  present  to  the  Coun- 
cil, not  only  their  opinion  of  the  sum  proper  to  be  raised  by  a  tax, 
but  such  remarks  as  have  suggested  themselves  on  the  affairs  of 
the  city  in  general. 

The  paper  annexed,  marked  A,  is  a  schedule  of  the  property  of 
the  city,  so  far  as  it  has  come  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  of  the  annual  income  arising  from  it.  Much  of  this 
property,  as  will  be  seen,  is  at  present  unproductive,  and  it  will 
be  for  the  City  Council  to  determine  what  course  to  pursue  re- 
specting it. — Of  this  description  is 

1,  The  Court  House  and  Frison^  in  Court  Street,  which  will 


sx)ou  be  rendered  in  a  great  measure  useless,  for  the  purposes  for 
\vliicli  tliey  have  been  heretofore  improved,  by  the  erection  of  the 
new  and  more  convenient  stone  prisons  and  court  house,  in  Le- ' 
verett  Street.  This  estate  is  very  valuable,  and  ought  not  to 
remain  in  its  present  state,  after  the  new  buildings  are  c-ompleted. 
Sliould  the  City  Council  decide  that  it  will  not  be  wanted  for  any 
public  purposes,  it  might  be  well  to  consider  whether  it  would 
not  be  best  to  sell  it,  under  such  conditions  as  they  may  see  fit  to 
prescribe,  and  tlius  make  it  answer  the  double  object  of  affording 
a  handsome  revenue  to  the  city,  and  at  the  same  time  add  to  its 
wealth  and  accommodation.— The  same  may  be  said  of 

2.  The  Lands  on  the  JSTeck,  This  large  tract,  of  more  than  two 
hundred  acres,  now  in  a  manner  unproductive,  might,  it  is  thought, 
under  a  judicious  plan  of  sale,  add  considerably  to  the  means  and 
importance  of  the  city,  as  regards  revenue  and  population,  and 
well  deserves  the  early  consideration  of  the  government. 

3.  The  city  interest  in  the  Mill  Pond  Estate.  By  an  agreement 
between  the  Proprietors  of  the  Mill  Pond,  and  the  town,  made  in 
1807,  one  eighth  part  of  what  should  be  filled  up,  at  the  expense 
of  the  proprietors,  so  as  to  be  in  a  proper  condition  to  build  upon, 
and  with  streets  fit  for  paving,  agreeablj'-  to  a  prescribed  plan, 
becomes  the  property  of  the  city,  together  with  one  acre,  set  off 
to  the  town,  witli  a  view  to  its  being  used  for  a  market,  but  which 
may  be  disposed  ef  by  the  inhabitants  for  any  other  purpose.  Of 
this  property,  about  50,000  square  feet,  besides  the  one  acre,  were 
set  off  in  lots,  some  years  ago,  to  the  town,  and  accepted  by  the 
Selectmen,  as  having  been  filled  up  according  to  the  contract. 
About  48,000  feet  of  those  lots  now  remain  unsold,  and  as  they 
must  be  almost  wholly  without  income  to  the  city,  until  buildings 
are  put  upon  them,  would  it  not  be  adviseable  to  sell  them? 
Nearly  or  quite  44,000  feet  more,  now  nearly  filled  up,  but  un- 
di^ided,  and  situated  on  the  south  west  side  of  the  canal,  will  be 
at  the  disposal  of  the  city  when  a  division  takes  place  with  the 
proprietors.  With  respect  to  this  undivided  portion  the  Com- 
mittee recommend  its  being  sold  to  the  Proprietors  of  the  Mill  ~ 
Pond,  provided  they  will  pay  a  fair  price  for  it,  as  in  this  way  ' 
the  whole  of  the  undivided  part  will  be  under  their  control,  sub- 


ject  to  the  tenns  of  the  agreement  as  to  streets,  drains,  Sec,  and 
thus  be  put  into  a  train  of  more  speedy  settlement,  and  open  a 
waj  to  more  individual  enterprize  than  could  probably  be  brought 
about  by  any  other  disposition  of  it.  By  taking  this  course  some 
questions  may  be ,  avoided  as  to  the  manner  in  Mrhich,  by  agree- 
ment, the  lots  and  streets  are'  to  be  filled  up,  and  it  will  then  be 
left  with  the  government  of  the  city  to  decide,  as  in  other  cases, 
when  it  will  be  proper  to  accept  the  streets.  It  may  with  pro- 
priety be  added,  in  this  instance,  that  the  health  of  the  city  is 
somewhat  involved,  owing  to  the  stagnant  condition  in  which 
parts  of  this  tract  must  remain  till  covered  Vv^ith  buildings.  In  addi- 
tion to  that  part  of  the  Mill  Pond  Estate,  filled  up,  and  put  at  the 
disposal  of  the  city,  it  has  an  interest  in  what  still  remains  cover- 
ed by  water.  Should  the  proprietors  proceed,  and  fill  up  the  re- 
sidue by  the  year  1827,  one  eighth  will  belong  to  the  city,  but 
should  it  not  be  done  by  that  time,  a  moiety  of  the  unfilled  part 
will  belong  to  the  city,  and  the  other  half  to  the  proprietors. 

There  are  other  parcels  of  estate,  the  property  of  the  city,  from 
which  no  income  is  derived,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  schedule;  but 
the  Committee  forbear  to  trouble  the  Council  with  any  particular 
remarks  upon  them,  and  ought  perhaps  to  apologize  for  having- 
said  so  much  on  a  subject  not  strictly  v^athin  their  province. 
They  beg  leave  barely  to  add,  as  a  general  and  obvious  remark, 
that,  limited  as  the  peninsula  is,  it  will  alwaji^s  be  the  object  of  a 
wise  government  to  put  as  much  land  at  the  disposal  of  the  citi- 
zens as  can  be  done,  consistent! v  with  the  true  interest  of  the 
whole ;  due  regard  being  had,  at  all  times,  to  the  convenience  and 
health  of  Ihe  inhabitants,  and  the  beauty  of  the  city.  In  conclu- 
ding their  remarks  on  the  unproductive  property,  the  Committee 
respectfully  lecommend  that  the  proceeds  of  all  sales,  instead  of 
being  expended  for  the  ordinary  and  current  calls  of  the'  city,  as 
heretofore,  should  be  put  into  the  hands  of  Commissioners,  ap- 
pointed for  that  purpose,  to  be  invested  in  the  public  stocks,  as 
an  accumulating  fund;  the  interest  of  which  should,  at  some  fu- 
ture day,  as  the  City  Council  may  hereafter  determine^  be  applieid 
towards  the  support  of  the  public  schools — -those  truly  republican 
institutions— open  alike,  to  the  child^-en  of  all  classes  of  the 
cemmunitT. 


The  Committee  have  not  been  inattentive  to  the  Report  of  the' 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Health.  Tlie  importance  of  this  es- 
tiiblishment,  and  the  arduous  and  gratuitous  services  of  the  Com- 
missioners, well  deserve  the  notice  and  thanks  of  the  city. — 
On  the  6th  of  May,  it  was  decided  by  the  City  Council,  that  the 
former  rules  and  regulations  of  that  Board  should  continue  in 
force  for  six  months,  unless  sooner  modified  or  repealed,  and  the 
whole  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  committee.  Nothing 
therefore  seems  to  call  for  the  notice  of  your  Committee,  at  this 
time,  but  those  parts  of  the  report  wliich  relate  to  the  Boston 
Cemetery,  at  South  Boston,  and  to  Rainsford  Island. — With  re- 
spect to  the  Cemetery — ^liowever  neoessary  it  may  hereafter  be- 
come, to  build  more  tombs,  for  public  and  private  use,  under  the 
inspection,  and  in  the  first  instance  at  the  expense  of  the  city, 
your  Committee  do  not  feel  themselves  warranted,  with  their  lim- 
ited knowledge  of  the  subject,  and  in  this  early  stage  of  the  city 
government,  in  recommending  any  thing  of  this  kind  at  the  pre- 
sent time.  Should  it  be  deemed  important  however,  to  proceed 
with  it  soon,  your  Committee  think  it  should  be  done,  as  intimated 
by  the  Health  Commissioners,  after  due  examination  b}^  a  commit- 
tee, deputed  by  the  City  Council,  for  that  object.  In  the  mean  time 
it  will  no  doubt  be  found  expedient  to  sell  such  tombs  as  have 
been  built  at  the  public  charge,  and  at  a  considerable  expense.— 
Rainsford  Island,  it  will  be  recollected,  belongs  to  the  State, 
with  its  buildings,  but  is  placed  by  law  under  the  management  of 
the  Boston  Board  of  Health,  to  be  used  as  a  quarantine  establish- 
ment, with  a  view  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  or 
dangerous  diseases  from  abroad.  The  Town  of  Boston,  and  tlie 
State,  have  from  time  to  time  expended  large  sums  on  this  Island,  in 
various  ways,  and  particularly  in  building  a  sea  wall  to  keep  it  from 
wasting  away  by  the  encroachments  of  the  ocean.  The  Health  Com- 
missioners  now  strongly  recommend  that  this  wall,  which  has  part- 
ly fallen  down,  should  be  repaired ;  and  ask  the  appropriation  of  a 
large  sum  for  that  specific  purpose.  But,  with  due  respect  for  the 
judgment  of  the  Board,  your  Committee  do  not  think  it  expedient, 
the  present  year,  to  make  any  provision  in  this  regard,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  city,  considering  the  estf.blishment  as  indispensably 


necessary,  not  only  as  respects  the  health  and  welfare  of  Boston, 
but  of  the  whole  Commonwealth;  and  they  entertain  the  hope,  as 
Boston  must  necessarily  be  at  a  very  considerable  charge,  inde- 
pendently of  repairs,  that  the  General  Court  will,  before  another 
year,  deem  it  proper  to  provide  for  the  repairs  of  the  sea  wall, 
if  nothing  more. 

In  the  range  of  their  inquiries,  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
has  been  called  to  the  subject  iaf  the  House  of  Industry y  lately 
erected  at  South  Boston.  That  establishment  is  nearly  ready  for 
use,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  letter  recently  received  from  the  Hon, 
Chairman  of  the  building  committee,  and  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, marked  C.  Few  subjects,  relating  to  the  prudential  con- 
cerns of  the  city,  deserve  more  consideration  than  this.  How  it 
is  to  be  put  into  operation,  with  a  suitable  regard  to  the  comfort, 
employment  and  morals  of  the  poor,  and  at  the  same  time  with  a 
proper  view  to  economy,  in  this  great  and  increasing  object  of 
public  expenditure,  is  a  question  which  will  require  much  re- 
flection, and  great  judgment  to  decide.  In  the  first  doings 
of  the  town  on  this  important  matter,  in  March,  1821,  it  was 
voted,  among  other  things,  *'that  the  committee  appointed  to 
erect  the  house  aiid  other  suitable  >^uildings,  be  instructed  to 
form  a  system  for  the  conduct  of  the  institution."  That  com- 
mittee have  caused  the  house  to  be  erected,  and  deserve  the 
thanks  of  the  city  for  their  faithful  and  disinterested  exertions, 
but  it  is  understood  that  no  system  for  its  management  has  yet 
been  devised.  Should  it  not  be  asking  too  much  of  those  gentle- 
men, your  Committee  would  riecommend  that  the  City  Council 
request  of  them  to  furnish  such  a  system  as  soon  as  possible.  As 
this  most  interesting  subject  must  naturally  have  occupied  their 
attention  more  than  that  of  their  fellow  citizens  generally,  and  as 
more  judicious  men  could  not  be  found,  your  Committee  can 
think  of  no  step  so  proper  to  be  taken  at  this- time,  as  the  one 
they  have  taken  the  liberty  to  intimate.  Pauperism,  and  the 
manner  of  treating  the  poor,  have  become  subjects  of  universal 
concern,  not  only  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  but  as  regards 
the  moral  effect  on  society ;  and  they  may  well  call  into  exercise 
the  judgment  of  our  wisest  and  best  men.    As  your  Conimittee 
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are  unable  to  decide  with  any  certainty,  what  may  be  done  the 
present  year,  with  this  new  establishment,  they  have  reported  a 
provision  of  §5000  for  that  object,  to  be  used  or  not,  as  circum- 
stances may  require.  The  sum  of  g41,000  has  been  already  ap- 
propria! cd,  the  whole  of  which  has  not  been  expended. 

Tlie  cost  of  the  J\*ew  Prisons  and  Court  House,  in  Leverett 
Street,  is  another  subject  which  has  received  the  notice  of  your 
Committee.  These  edifices  are  not  completed,  but  from  the  esti- 
mate of  the  building  committee,  whose  report  is  submitted,  mark- 
ed 1),  they  will  cost,  including  the  land,  nearly  or  quite  one 
hundred  and  twenty  five  thousand  dollars. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  was  a  county  undertaking,  but 
as  Boston  is  now  a  county  by  itself,  it  becomes  tlie  sole  concern , 
of  the  city.    The  County  Treasurer  was  authorized,  last  year,  to 
borrow  money  to  carry  on   this   work,  and  did  actually  borrow 
871,185,  at  an  interest  of  5  per  cent,,  excepting  S  10,000,  at  5| 
per  cent.,  payable  at  dijfferent  periods ;  the  longest  being  four 
years.    As  it  would  be  too  heavy  a  tax  on  the' citizens,  to  pay  off 
this  sum  in  any  one  year,  your  Committee  think  proper  to  recom- 
mend its  being  done  by  instalments ;  and,  trusting  that  the  plan 
will  meet  the  approbation  of  the  City  Council,  have  made  their 
estimates  in  conformity.     There  has  been  paid  from  the  treasury, 
towards  building  the  prisons,  about  the  sum  of  §92,000;  and  of 
course  the  further  sum  of  g33,0.00  will  be  wanted  to  complete  the 
work.  The  Committee  of  Finance  propose  that  the  sum  borrowed 
be  increased,  so  as  to  make  the  whole  amount  of  the  loan  S100,000, 
and  that  it  be  paid  off  by  instalments  of  at  least  810,000  a  year  of 
the  principal,  till  the  whole  is  extinguished;  the  first  instalment 
to  be  provided  for  in  the  next  year's  tax,  and  paid  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January  following.     The  Committee  have  been 
induced  the  more  readily  to  recommend  this  measure,  though  a 
novel  one  in  Boston,  from  reflecting  that  this  is  the  only  debt  the 
city  owes;  that  g  100,000  is  but  a  small  tax  on  future  years,  in 
view  of  the  additions  and  improvements  made  in  the  city  within  a 
short  period— such  as  new  edifices  for  courts  of  justice,  for  pub- 
lic schools,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor,  and  in  wide- 
ning and  increasing  the  streets;  and  considering  also,  tliat  after 
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this  year,  no  other  expensive  buildings  will  probably  soon  be  need- 
ed for  any  public  purpose. 

The  paper  marked  B,  and  making  part  of  this  report,  exhibits 
the  amount  which  the  Committee  deem  it  expedient  to  raise  by  a 
tax,  the  present  year,  for  city  and  county  purposes ;  and  also  the 
sums  appropriated  for  each  object  of  expenditure.  It  falls  short  of 
the  sum  assessed  the  past  year,  including  the  State  tax,  more  than 
88000.  In  coming  at  this  amount  they  have  followed  the  course 
marked  out  by  their  predecessors,  and  they  willingly  avail  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity  to  express  their  unqualified  approbation 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  affairs  of  Boston  have  hitherto  been 
conducted,  throughout  all  the  departments.  While  your  Com- 
mittee would  duly  appreciate  the  advantages  to  be  justly  expect- 
ed from  the  new  form  of  government,  as  regards  the  change  in  the 
judiciary,  in  becoming  a  separate  county,  and  in  assuming  city 
privileges,  they  may  be  allowed,  recollecting  the  blessings  of  our 
good  old  town  government,  to  express  the  hope,  that  changes,  not 
absolutely  necessary,  mil  be  made  with  caution  and  distrust,  and 
with  much  consideration. 

The  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  in  future  it  will  be  best  to 
have  the  City  Treasurer's  account  settled  up  to  the  first  day  of 
June,  in  each  year. 

Your  Committee  close  their  report,  by  recommending  to  the 
City  Council  to  pass  the  following  orders.

NOTE. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of 
Finance,  Peter  C.  Brooks,  Esq.  Chairman,  dated  July,  1822,  will 
explain  the  amount  of  "JYotes  due  from  tke  City  and  County,"  as 
appears  in  the  statement  of  Debts  and  Credits,  (page  11.) 

'*  The  cost  of  the  JYew  Prisons  and  Court  House,  in  Leverett 
Street,  is  another  subject  which  has  received  the  notice  of  your 
Committee.  These  edifices  are  not  completed,  but  from  the  esti- 
mate of  the  building  committee,  whose  report  is  submitted,  mark- 
ed D,  they  will  cost,  including  the  land,  nearly  or  quite  one 
hundred  and  twenty  five  thousand  dollars. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  was  a  county  undertaking,  but 
as  Boston  is  now  a  county  by  itself,  it  becomes  the  sole  concern 
of  the  city.  The  County  Treasurer  was  authorized,  last  year,  to 
borrow  money  to  carry  on  this  work,  and  did  actually  borrow 
^71,185,  at  an  interest  of  5  per  cent.,  excepting  glO,000,  at  oi 
per  cent.,  payable  at  different  periods ;  the  longest  beino-  four 
years.  As  it  would  be  too  heavy  a  tax  on  the  citizens,  to  pay  off 
this  sum  in  any  one  year,  your  Committee  think  proper  to  recom- 
mend its  being  done  by  instalments ;  and,  trusting  that  the  plan 
will  meet  the  approbation  of  the  City  Council,  have  made  their 
estimates  in  conformity.  There  has  been  paid  from  the  treasury, 
towards  building  the  prisons,  about  the  sum  of  §92,000 ;  and  of 
course  the  further  sum  of  §33,000  will  be  wanted  to  complete  the 
work.  The  Committee  of  Finance  propose  that  the  sum  borrowed 
be  increased,  so  as  to  make  the  whole  amount  of  the  loan  §100,000, 
and  that  it  be  paid  off  by  instalments  of  at  least  §10,000  a  year 
of  the  principal,  till  the  whole  is  extinguished  ;  the  first  instalment 
to  be  provided  for  in  the  next  year's  tax,  and  paid  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January  following.  The  Committee  have  been 
induced  the  more  readily  to  recommend  this  measure,  though  a 
novel  one  in  Boston,  from  reflecting  that  this  is  the  only  debt  the 
city  owes ;  that  §100,000  is  but  a  small  tax  on  future  years,  in 
view  of  the  additions  and  improvements  made  in  the  city  within  a 
short  period — such  as  new  edifices  for  courts  of  justice,  for  pub- 
lic schools,  and  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor,  and  in  wide- 
ning and  increasing  the  streets  ;  and  considering  also,  that  after 
this  year,  no  other  expensive  buildings  will  probably  soon  be  need- 
ed for  any  public  purpose.'*

It  is  to  be  observed  that  during  the  past  year,  while  considerable 
payments  have  been  made  on  account  of  the  debts  of  former  years, 
there  has  been  comparatively  few,  if  any  receipts  from  extraordinary 
sources. 

The  Lands  of  the  City  have  been  kept  unsold,  and  all  its  real  pro- 
perty retained.  And,  although  repeated  attempts  have  been  made  to 
purchase,  and  offers  made  for  the  Old  State  House,  the  lands  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  the  Old  Court  House,  and  the  Alms  House,  and  for  other  lands 
of  the  City,  yet  the  policy  of  the  City  CouBcil  has  preferred  the  incur- 
ring of  a  present  debt,  either  to  selling  those  lands  at  all,  or  to  selling 
them  at  a  price  such  as  was  oifered  for  them. 

The  Lands  of  the  Citj^,  both  on  the  Neck  and  at  the  bottom  of  the 
Common,  as  well  as  the  property  above  alluded  to,  are  daily  rising  in 
lvalue,  and  form  an  ample  fund  for  the  disbursement  of  the  present 
debt  of  the  City. 

The  arrangements  which  are  now  making  will  probably  bring  those 
resources  into  operation  to  reduce  the  present  debt,  and  to  prevent  its 
farther  accumulation  ;  unless  it  be  for  objects,  such  as  the  Faneuil  Hall 
Market,  and  the  Ropewalk  land*',  and  the  like,  which  contain  within 
themselves  the  means  of  indemnification  and  remuneration  for  monies 
borrowed  and  expenditures  incurred. 

With  respect  to  the  remaining  duty,  with  which  your  Committee  were 
charged,  to  make  an  estimate  in  detail  of  the  probable  expenditures,  and 
report  the  sum  necessary  to  be  raised  by  a  tax  to  defray  the  expenses

Presenting  the  singular  fact  of  a  City  increasing  in  wealth  and  popu- 
lation, yet  gradually,  at  the  same  time  increasing  its  debt,  and  decreasing 
the  ratio  of  its  taxes,  in  proportion  to  its  augmented  wealth  and  resour- 
ces, A  fact,  which  need  only  be  stated,  to  be  regretted.  Although  it 
may  be  wise  and  proper  that  debts  should  be  incurred  for  permanent 
improvements,  deeply  connected  with  the  prosperity  and  greatness  of  a 
Gity  ;  yet  expenditures  incurred  chiefly  for  purposes  of  general  econo- 
my, comfort  and  convenience,  of  a  common  and  constantly  recurring 
character,  should  as  far  as  possible  be  met  bj  resources,  possessed  or 
raised  within  the  year;  and  this  rule,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee, 
ought  particularly  to  be  observed  in  all  times  of  prosperity,  such  as 
the  City  of  Boston  now  enjoys. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  deficit  should  be  pro- 
vided for  by  a  Tax  of  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars,  an  amount 
although  apparently  large,  yet  in  comparison  with  the  amount  of  taxa- 
ble property  and  population  on  which  it  is  to  be  assessed,  will  it  is  ap- 
prehended, little  exceed  and  probably  fall  short  of  the  proportion  of 
the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1821.

(a)  This  expenditure  was  authorised  by  a  new  ordinance  of  the 
City  Council,  and  arose  from  the  necessity  of  maintaining  certain  public 
Wells,  which  from  their  position  were  very  important,  either  to  the 
neighbourhood,  or  to  the  City  in  case  of  fire.  It  is  expected  that  a 
great  part  of  this  expense  will  be  reimbursed  by  those  owners  of  real

estate,  whosft  tenants  are  compelled  to  make  use  of  the  water ;  to 
whom  a  regular  charge  of  the  nature  of  an  assessment  is  made,  and  to 
he  <:ollected. 

(6)  The  expenditures  under  this  head  are  greatly  augmented  the 
present  year,  owing  to  the  opportunity  which  the  taking  down  of  the 
streets  in  the  vicinity  of  Belknap  and  Olive  streets  afforded  of  obtaining 
dirt  and  gravel  at  an  extremely  reasonable  rate.  By  availing  them- 
selvv^s  of  this  opportunity,  the  City  authorities  have  been  able  to  com-

The  first  cleansing  \f  as  very  thorough,  and  extended  to  every  street, 
lane  and  alley  ;  this  operation  cost  somewhat  exceeding  Fourteen  Hun- 
dred Dollars.  As  an  offset  to  this  expenditure,  in  addition  to  the  com-- 
fort,  cpnvenience,  health,  and  reputation  which  results  to  the  city  froni 
clean  streets  and  a  consequent  pure  atmosphere,  more  than  six  thousand 
tons  of  filth  and  manure  were  ascertained  to  be  collected  and  used  on 
the  city  lands,  at  the  common,  or  the  neck,  at  South  Boston,  or  were 
sold ;  and  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  worth  of  city  work  was  done 
by  the  city  teams,  in  addition  to  the  work  on  the  streets.  Indeed,  the 
possession  of  carts  and  horses  by  the  city,  gives  not  only  a  great  fa- 
cility in  the  management  of  its  concerns,  but  is  also  a  great  economy, 
enabhng  them  to  do  more  work  at  a  cheaper  rate,  than  occasional  hiring 
Can  possibly  effect. 

(e)  This  and  the  succeeding  Item,  were  in  former  accounts  included 
tinder  the  head  of  improvements.  As  expenditures  of  a  character  very 
different  from  each  other  were  brought  under  this  general  head,  it  has 
fceen  thought  that  it  would  tend  to  a  clearer  conception,  to  distinguish, 
these  expenditures  into  two  classes,  that  of  repairs  and  widening  streets, 
sind  dispense  with  the  hea4  of  improvements,  altogether.

In  its  first  stages  there 
will  be  necessarily  incurred  some  expense.  But  great  economy  must

Sir, — It  is  the  duty  of  the  Auditor,  in  conformity 
to  provisions  of  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Council,  to 
make  and  lay  before  that  body,  in  the  present  month, 
"  an  accurate  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  past  year,  giving  in  detail  the  amount  of 
appropriation  and  expenditure  for  each  specific  ob- 
ject ;  and  an  estimate  of  the  amount  necessary  to  be 
raised  for  the  expenditure  of  the  ensuing  year." 

In  part  performance  of  this  duty,  I  had  the  honor, 
on  the  9th  instant,  to  communicate  "  an  estimate  of 
the  amount  necessary  to  be  raised  for  the  expenditure 
of  the  ensuing  year ;"  and  I  now  respectfully  ask 
leave  to  submit  the  accompanying  documents,  in 
completion  of  the  duty  above  referred  to. 

The  document  marked  A.  is  a  statement  of  all  the 
appropriations  granted  by  the  City  Council,  for  the 
various  objects  of  expenditure,  during  the  last  finan- 
cial year.  The  document  marked  B.  is  a  vStatement 
of  all  the  expenditures  made  during  the  year,  by 
authority  of  appropriations  of  the  City  Council.  The 
various  branches  of  expenditure,  it  is  believed,  are 
therein  sufficiently  detailed,  to  furnish  a  correct 
view  of  their  nature  and  extent ;  and  the  Auditor 
has  attached  to  that  statement  such  notes  as  he 
thought  necessary,  to  explain  the  progress  and  re- 
sult of  those  expenditures.  The  document  marked 
C.  is  a  statement  of  the  receipts  of  the  City,  within 
the  year.     The  document  marked  D,  is  a  statement 


in  relation  to  the  City  afid  County  debt;  shewing 
the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  the  public  debt 
of  the  City,  during  the  past  year ;  and  also,  its  char- 
acter on  the  first  day  of  the  present  month.  The 
document  marked  E.  is  an  account  current  of  the  ag- 
gregates of  income  and  expenditure,  shewing  the 
balance  of  money  in  the  City  Treasury,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  present  month,  according  to  the  books  of 
this  office. 

As  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  Committee 
of  Accounts,  and  of  an  Auditor's  department,  took 
place  subsequent  to  the  commencement  of  the  last 
financial  year,  the  mode  of  keeping  the  City  ac- 
counts which  is  at  present  in  operation,  has  not  been 
applied  to  all  the  receipts  and  disbursements  to 
which  these  documents  extend.     In  the  commence- 
ment of  a  new  system,  too,  which  was  to  effect  an 
important  change  in  the  pecuniary  transactions  of 
the  Citv,  some  considerable  difficulties  were  to  be 
encountered.      Expenditures  which   had   formerly 
been   made  under  the  authority  of  several   boards, 
governed  by  different  principles,  and  having  differ- 
ent modes  of  doing  business,  were  to  be  brought  in- 
to one  channel ;  to  the  end,  that  an  uniform  system 
of  expenditure  and  accountability  might  be  introdu- 
ced into  the  financial  concerns  of  the  City,  and  that 
there  might  be  some  one  place,  at  which  the  precise 
state  of  those  concerns,  in  all  their  details,  might  be 
known  at  any  time.     It  is  believed  that  these  impor- 
tant objects  have,  in  some  measure,  been  accomplish- 
ed ;  and  it  is  owing,  in  a  great  degree,  to  the  deter- 
mined industry  and  perseverance  of  the  Committee 
of  Accounts  of  the  last  year,  that  the  system  is  so 
far  matured.     Under  the  operation  of  this  system, 
with  some  few  improvements   which   may  yet  be 
advantageously  introduced,  it  may  fairly  be  expect- 
ed that,  if  the  duties  of  this  office  are  properly  per- 
formed, the  City  Council  will  be  kept  constantly  ad- 
Tised  of  the  exact  progress  of  expenditure  in  all  the

various  departments  of  the  government,  and  that  the 
annual  report  will,  hereafter,  furnish  to  the  Council, 
and  to  the  citizens  generally,  a  full  and  distinct  ac- 
count of  all  the  financial  operations  of  the  City  gov- 
ernment.

At  the  commencement  of  business  in  the  Auditor's  depart- 
ment, it  was  found  that  the  salaries  of  the  several  City  and 
County  Officers,  and  Insiructers  of  the  Public  Schools,  were 
falling  due  at  various  and  somewhat  irregular  periods.  It 
was  deemed  advisable,  under  direction  of  the  Committee  of 
Accounts,  to  make  such  an  alteration  as  that  all  those  sala- 
ries should,  thereafter,  become  due,  in  regular  quarters,  from 
the  first  of  January.  This  arrangement  has  greatly  facilita- 
ted the  business  of  this  office  ; — but  one  of  its  results  was, 
that  thirteen  months  salaries  of  the  Instructors  of  Schools, 
and  less  than  ticelxe  months  salaries  of  the  City  Officers,  be- 
came due  within  that  financial  year.

Within  the  last  year,  new  Common  Sewers  have  been  con- 
structed by  the  City,  in  Milk,  Federal,  Hanover,  Olive,  Beach, 
Middle,  Park,  Beacon,  Temple,  Snow-Hill,  and  Franklin  streets; 
the  expenses  of  which  are  included  in  the  foregoing  items.  The 
entire  expense  of  each  Sewer  is  assessed,  upon  as  fair  and  equi- 
table principles  as  the  nature  of  the  case  will  admit,  to  the 
owners  of  estates  receiving  benefit  from  it.  In  some  instances, 
the  whole  amount  of  expense  has  been  collected  ;  in  others,  the 
accounts  are  in  a  train  for  collection.  Some  part  of  this  ex- 
pense will,  without  doubt,  eventually  remaih  upon  the  City  ;  but 
it  is  believed  to  be  an  economical  expenditure,  considering  the

The  purchase  of  George's  and  Lovell's  Islands,  in  Boston  Har- 
bor, was  made,  under  a  strong  impressioii  of  the  necessity  of  some 
ineasures  to  protect  those  Islands  against  the  ravages  of  the 
ocean,  and  to  nresefve  to  the  City  such  important  means  of  de- 
fence and  security.  It  was  believed  that  this  purchase,  on  the 
part  of  the  City,  would  tend  to  aid  an  attempt  which  was  then 
about  to  be  made,  to  attract  the  attention  of  the  government  of 
the  U.  States  to  this  important  national  object.  This  attempt  was 
made,  and  has  proved  coiripletoly  successful.  An  appropriation 
of  $  52,000  was  granted  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  for  re- 
pairs on  the  Islands  in  Boston  Harbor  :  and  measures  are  now 
taking,  under  direction  of  the  Hon.  Secretary  of  War  of  the  U. 
States,  to  carry  the  objects  of  this  grant  into  operation,  with 
promptitude  and  efficiency.  The  City  contracted  to  pay  for  these 
Islands,  ^  1000  on  delivery  of  the  deeds,  an  annuity  of  $400 
per  annum,  during  the  life  of  the  individual  to  whom  the  title  be- 
longed, and  '$  5000  at  his  decease.  The  right  thus  acquired  by 
the  City,  has  been  disposed  of  to  the  United  States,  for  the  sum 
of  six  thousand  dollars.

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  this  City,  conceiving*  that  sn 
expression  of  their  intentions  relative  to  the  resolves  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  the  12th  May  instant,  and  communicated  to  this 
Board,  would  be  expected  of  them. — respectfully  remark,  that 
they  do  not  feel  authorized  to  cooperate  in  any  measure  which 
would  place  the  necessitous  poor  beyond  their  personal  care  and 
oversight ;  that,  whatever  confidence  they  have  in  the  sufficiency 
of  the  relief  provided  in  the  House  of  Industry,  and  of  the  dispo- 
sition and  ability  of  its  Directors  to  administer  it,  they  could  not 
{ecA  justified  in  relinquishing'  to  those  officers  any  of  the  tasks  as- 
signed to  the  Oversee  s  of  the  Poor  by  law  ;  and  it  will  readily 
occur  that  the  responsibility  of  the  latter  cannot  be  discharged  by 
an  appeal  to  the  proceedings  of  the  former,  in  any  case.  They 
would  further  remark,  that  since  the  law  which  invests  the  said 
Directors,  in  respect  to  the  use  and  government  of  said  House, 
with  all  the  powers  and  authorities  had  and  exercised  by  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  likewise  empowers  the  former  "to  send  such 
persons  to  said  house,  and  for  such  purposes  as  the  latter  are  by 
lav/  authorized  to  do  ;"  and  as  they  cannot  imagine  that  the  said 
Directors  will  b-;  less  attentive  to  the  exercise  of  the  one  office 
than  the  other,  it  will  scarcely  be  thought  incumbent  on  this 
Board  to  aid  the  said  Directors  in  filling  said  hoase  with  proper 
subjects.  The  Overseers,  therefore,  cannot  consent  to  grant 
permits  as  contemplated  by  said  resolves,  or  to  visit  said  estab- 
lishment for  the  purpose  of  inquiry  into  the  situation  of  its  in- 
mates, in  order  to  make  representations  or  suggestions  to  the 
City  Council,  touching  their  condition,  treatment,  and  employ- 
ment therein. 

They  would  avail  themselves  of  this  occasion  to  inform  your 
Hon.  Boards,  that  there  are  certain  paupers  now  residing  in  sev- 
eral towns  of  this  commonwealth,  at  the  expense  of  this  city, 
whom  they  have  been  notified  to  remove ;  and  other  individuals 
residing  out  of  the  city,  and  also  belonging  to  it,  are  daily  liable 
to  become  chargeable  in  like. manner ;  and  that  unless  a  house  is 
provided  by  the  City  Council  to  which  the  Overseers  can  re- 
move such  absent  paupers,  the  City  will  be  exposed  to  great  ex- 
pertse,    and  the   Beard  t«  frequent  embarragsment,      ReRewing- 


their  requst  to  be  seasonably  furnished  with  a  hoiise  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  such  destitute  poor,  that  may  be  entitled  to  pub-

3.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  on  the 
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preceding  Memorial,  and  the  three  Resolves  subjoined,  adopted 
by  the  c!ty  Council,  passed  12th  May  last,  marked  C. 

4.  The  Memorial  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  the  City 
Council,  dated  the  23d  of  May  last,  marked  D. 

Upon  the  preceding  Laws  and  Documents,  the  Committee  of 
the  City  Council  have  directed  me  to  make  and  propose  the  fol- 
lowing inquiries  for  your  official  answer,  in  the  form  of 

QUESTIONS. 

1. Is  not  the  erecting,  providing  and  endowing  the  House  for 

the  reception  and  employment  of  the  idle  and  poor  of  the  City, 
called  the  House  of  Industry,  an(!  the  appointment  of  Directors 
thereof,  according  to  the  Act,  entitled  "  An  Act  concerning  the 
House  of  Industry,"  a  sufficient  and  legal  exercise  of  the  author- 
ity invested  in  the  City  Council,  under  the  Acts  of  1735,  and  of 
1794,  and  of  1822  ;  called  the  City  Charter  ? 

2. — Does  not  the  authority  given  to  the  Directors  of  the  House 
of  Industry  to  use,  regulate  and  govern  the  said  House  supersede 
with  respect  to  all  persons  sent  to  it,  any  authority,  in  relation  to 
them  given  by  the  Acts  of  1735,  and  1794,  to  the  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  except  so  far  as  the  City  Council  may  autUoriie  ? 

3. — Have  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  any  right  to  appoint  a 
Matter  of  said  house,  or  to  have  the  goverument  thereof,  or  to 
ordain  any  rules  or  regulation!  concerning  it  ? 

4. — Does  the  saving  of  the  Act  of  10th  Jan.  1789,  in  the  Act 
of  1794,  and  the  continuance  in  force  thereby  of  the  Act  of  1735, 
preclude  the  City  of  Boston  from  any  of  the  general  privileges  of 
the  Act  of  1794,  which  are  granted  by  it  to  the  other  Towns  of 
the  Commonwealth,  or  deprive  the  City  Council,  under  the  trans- 
fer of  powers  made  by  the  City  Charter,  from  "  directing  the 
way  and  manner,"  in  which  poor  and  indigent  persons  shall  be 
supported  and  relieved,  according  to  the  right  secured  to  other 
Towns  in  the  Commonwealth,  in  and  by  the  Act  of  1794  ? 

5. — Is  not  the  "  direction"  given  by  the  City  Council  as  to 
"  the  way  and  manner"  in  which  the  poor  and  indigent  shall  be 
relieved  and  supported,  conclusive  and  obligatory  upon  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  1794? 

6. — Is  not  the  "direction"  given  in  the  vote  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil,'dated  29th  Sept.  1823,  marked  A.  full  and  sufficient,  in  that 
respect,  and  have  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  a  right  to  refuse  to 
exercise  that  general  visitatorial  power,  which  that  vote  provides 
for  and  authorises. 

7.—  After  passing  and  notice  given  of  the  first  resolve,  passed 
1 2th  of  May  last,  marked  C.  have  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  a 
right  to  refuse  to  grant  permits  for  admission  of  the  poor  and  in- 
digent standing  in  need  of  relief,  to  the  House  of  Industry,  who  are 
in  other  towns  ef  this  Commonwealth,  but  belong  to  Boston,  anil 


to  support  such  persons,  in  other  places  in  said  City  or  in  such 
©ther  towns  ? 

8. — Have  the  Orersef^rs  of  the  Poor  in  said  City  a  right  to 
refuse  to  give  permits  for  admission  to  the  House  of  Industry  of 
the  poor  and  indigent  of  said  City  standing-  in  need  of  relief,  and  to 
support  them  in  other  places  in  said  City. 

9. — Is  there  any  power  and  authority  in  and  over  the  House  of 
Industry,  which  the  City  Council  can  vest  in  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  consistent  with  the  powers  and  authority,  vested  by  the  Act 
of  3d  Feb.  1823,  in  the  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry,  other 
and  greater  than  those  invested  and  specified  in  the  vote  of  the 
City  Council,  passed  Sept.  29th,  1823  marked,  A,  and  the  second 
resolfe  of  that  body,  passed  the  12th  of  May  last,  marked  C.

Voted^ — That  the  City  Council  "  direct"  in  conformity  to  "  An 
act  providing-  for  the  relief  and  support,  employment  and  removal 
of  the  poor,  and  for  repealing  all  former  Law  made  for  those  pur- 
poses, passed  the  26th  of  February,  1794,  **  that  the  way  and  man- 
ner" in  which  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  shall  exercise  "  the  care 
and  oversigkt"  vested  in  them  by  the  said  Statute  of  1794,  in  re- 
lation to  such  poor  as  are  employed  in  the  House  at  South  Boston, 
shall  be,  by  a  general  visitatorial  power,  and  for  this  purpose  they 
ihall  have  right,  at  all  times  by  their  committees,  to  visit,  inspect 
and  inquire  into  the  treatment  of  the  Poor,  and  the  management 
©fthe  House;  and  in  case  of  any  dissatifaction,  to  make  such  re- 
presentations to  the  City  Council  as  the  nature  of  the  exigency  of 
the  case  may  require.

The  committee  of  both  branches  of  the  City  Counctl,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  application  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  for 
the  providing  a  suitable  house  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor 
and  distressed,  and  expressing  their  readiness  to  take  the  over- 
sight, care  and  government  of  such  house,  respectfully 

REPORT, 

That  such  a  house  is  already  provided  in  this  City,  established 
by  law,  and  placed  under  the  oversight  and  care  of*  Directors  of 
the  House  of  Industry,  who  are  invested  in  this  respect,  by  the 
Statutes  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  all  the  powers  and  authori- 
ties '^had  and  exercised  by  Overseers  of  the  Poor,"  that  the 
state  of  this  house,  under  the  wise  and  active  management  of 
those  Directors  is,  in  every  respect,  satisfactory  ;  the  poor  of  eve- 
ry class  content ;  and  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  in- 
mates placed  upon  a  new  system,  calculated  to  ameliorate  both  in 
as  high  a  degree,  as  in  the  nature  of  things  is  possible,  under  the 
wise  arrangements  of  those  Directors,  annually  chosen  by,  and 
responsible  to  the  City  Council. 

While  your  committee  are  happy  in  being  thus  able  to  state  the 
results  and  prospects  of  this  institution,  they  are  not  less  grat- 
ified, that  the  City  Council  are  able,  consistent  with  the  legally 
invested  rights  of  the  Directors  of  that  House,  to  avail  themselves 
in  relation  to  it  of  the  general  aid  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  grant  them  all  the  practical  and  useful 
facilities,  relative  to  providing  for  the  poor,  which  from  the  tenor 
of  their  application  they  desire ;  and  tbfus  the  general  arrange, 
ments  of  the  poor  of  the  city  enjoy  the  advantage  of  the  intelli- 
gence &  experience  of  the  members  of  both  tb^  Overseers  of  the 
Poor  and  of  the  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry. 

Their  general  views  will  be  developed  in  the  subjoined  reso- 
lutions, which  they  respectfully  report  to  the  City  Council  for  its 
consideration  and  adoption.

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Resolved^  1. — That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  authorised  and  requested  to  grant  permits  for  the  admis- 
sion of  any  person,  in  their  judgment,  entitled  to  receive  the 
support  of  the  City,  in  the  tenement  of  the  City,  denominated  the 
House  of  Industry,  at  South  Boston,  in  like  manner  as  the  Direc- 
tors of  said  House  are  authorised  by  law;  and  that  the  Superin- 
tendent of  said  house  be,  and  hereby  is  authorised  and  directed 
to  receive  and  take  charge  of  persons  to  whom  such  permits  have 
been  granted;  and  to  provide  for  their  relief,  support  and  em- 
ployment in  said  house,  according  to  the  regulations,  and  under 
the  superintendence  of  the  Directors  of  the  House  of  Industry. 

Resolved^  2. — That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be,  and  they 
hereby  are  authorised  and  requested,  at  their  discretion  with,  or 
without  notice,  to  visit  the  establishment,  called  the  House  of  In- 
dustry, at  South  Boston,  to  inquire  into  the  condition,  treatment 
and  employment  of  the  poor,  who  maybe  inmates  therein,  and  to 
make  such  representations  and  suggestions,  from  time  to  time,  to 
the  City  Council,  in  relation  to  their  said  condition,  treatment  and 
employment,  as  their  wisdom  and  experience  may  suggest. 

Resolved,  3. — 'That  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  be,  and  they  here- 
by are  authorised  to  provide  a  suitable  vehicle  for  the  convey- 
ance to  the  House  of  Industry,  of  sick,  decrepid  persons,  or  those 
otherwise  incapacitated  from  going  of  themselves  to  such  house— 
and  that  the  same  be,  at  all  times,  subject  to  the  crder  of  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  of  the  Directors  of  the  House  of  In- 
dustry, for  the  purpose  above  jspecified.

OVERSEERS  OF  THE  POOR. 

The  following  communication  from  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
was  read  and  committed  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  Carney,  Welsh, 
and  Oliver ;  Messrs.   Savage,   Williams,  Thaxter,  Elliot,  Adan, 
Tracy  and  Ware  ; 
To  the  Hon.  City  Council — 

The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  this  City  conceiving  that  an  ex- 
pression of  their  intentions  relative  to  the  Resolves  passed  by  the 
City  Council  on  12th  May  inst.  and  communicated  to  this  Board, 
would  be  expected  of  them,  Respectfully  remark ;  that  they  do 
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not  feci  authorised   to   cooperate  in  any  measure   which  would 
place  the  necessitous  poor  heyond  their  personal  care    and  over- 
sight;— that  whatever  conlidence  they  have  in  the  sufficiency  of 
the  relief  provided  in  Ihe  House  of  Industry,  and  of  the  disposi- 
tion and  ability  of  its  Directors  to  administer  it,   they  could  not 
feel  justified  in  relinquishing  to  those  officers  any  of  the  tasks  as- 
signed to  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  by  law;  and  it  will  readily 
occur  that  the  responsibility  of  the  latter  cannot  be  discharged  by 
an  ftppeal  to  the  proceedings  of  the  former  in  any  ease.     They 
would  further  remark,  that  since  the  law  which  invests  the  said 
Directors,  in   respect  to  the  use  and  government  of  said   house, 
with  all   the  powers  and   authorities  had  and  exercised  by  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  likewise  e-mpowers  the  former  "to  send  such 
persons  to  said   house,  and   for  such   purposes  as   the    latter   are 
authorized  to  do,"  and   as  they  cannot  imagine  that  the  said  Di- 
rectors will  be  less  attentive  to  the  exercise  of  the  one  office  than 
the  other,  it  will  scarcely  be  thought  incumbent  on  this  Board  to 
aid  the  said  Directors  in  filling  said  house  with   proper  subjects. 
The  Overseers,   therefore,  cannot  consent  to  grant  permits  as 
Contemplated  by  said  resolves,  or  to  visit  said  establishment  for 
the  purpose  of  inquiry  into  the  situation  of  its  inmates,   in  order 
to  make  representations  or  suggestions  to  the  City  Council,  touch- 
ing their  condition,  treatment,  and  employment  therein.     They 
would  avail  themselves  of  this  occasion  to  inform  your  Honorable 
Boards,  that  there  are  certain  paupers  now  residing  in  several 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  at  the  expense  of  this  city,  whom 
they  have  been  notified  to  remove  ;  and  other  individuals  residing 
oat  of  the  city,  and  also  belonging  to  it,  are  daily  liable  to  become 
chargeable  in  like  manner  ;    and  that  unless  a  house   is  provided 
by  the  City  Council,  to  which  the  Overseers  can  remove  such  ab- 
sent paupers,  the  city  will  be  exposed  to  great  expense,  and  the 
board  to  frequent  embarrassment.     Renewing  their  request  to  be 
seasonably  furnished  with  a  house  for  the  accommodation  of  such 
destitute  poor  that  may  be  entitled  to  public  support  under  their 
ministration,  and  respectfully  suggesting  that  the  resolves  referred 
to,  do  not  in  their  understanding  aiford  a  substitute,  the  Board  of 
Overseers  sjbmit  the  above  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  the 
City  Council.

OPINION. 

In  making  up  our  opinion  on  the  questions  now  pending  be- 
tween the  City  Council,  and  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  respect- 
iag  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  latter,  we  have  coasidered  first, 
the  general  provisions  of  the  law  on  this  subject ;  and  secondly, 
the  Statutes  which  apply  exclusively  to  the  City  of  Boiton. 
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By  the  Statute,  1793,  c.  59,  towns  may  choose  any  number,  aot 
exceeding  twelve,  0verseers  of  the  Poor,  whosliall  have  the  care 
and  oversight  of  the  poor,  and  see  that  they  are  suitably  relieved, 
supported  and  employed,  either  in  the  work-house  or  other  tene- 
ments belonging  to  the  town,  or  in  such  other  way  and  manner 
as  they  (the  town)  shall  direct,  or  otherwise  at  the  discretion  of 
the  overseers.  By  the  City  Charter,  (Stat.  1821,  c.  110,)  the 
City  Council  now  has  all  the  power  in  this  respect  that  was  for- 
merly vested  in  the  town.  If  there  were  no  other  Statute  oa 
this  subject,  it  is  evident  that  the  City  Council  would  be  author- 
ized to  provide  a  house  for  their  poor,  and  prescribe  the  manner 
in  which  they  should  be  supported  and  employed  in  it ;  or  to 
cause  them  to  be  relieved  at  their  own  houses,  or  in  other  pri- 
vate houses,  or  in  short,  in  any  manner  which  in  the  discretion  of 
the  City  Council  should  appear  best ;  and  it  would  be  the  duty 
of  the  Overseers  to  comply  with  such  directions. 

By  the  Provincial  Statute,  8  and  9,  Geo.  2.  c.  3.  (passed  in 
May,  1735,)  the  town  of  Boston  was  authorized  to  erect  a  house 
for  (he  reception  and  emploj^ment  of  the  idle  and  poor,  and  to 
discontinue  the  same  if  they  should  think  proper;  the  house  to 
be  under  the  regulation  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  who  had 
power  to  make  orders  and  by-laws  for  its  government,  subject  t© 
the  controul  of  the  town,  and  to  appoint  the  Master  and  other 
officers  of  the  house.  If  there  were  no  other  law  but  those 
above  mentioned,  the  City  Council  might  in  their  discretion  dis- 
continue their  Alms-house,  and  require  that  their  poor  should  be 
relieved  and  supported  in  some  other  place  or  other  manner ; 
but  as  long  as  the  City  had  a  house  for  the  poor,  in  pursuance  of 
that  Statute  of  1735,  the  Overseers  would  have  had  the  regula- 
tion and  government  of  it.  This  last  mentioned  Statute  furnish- 
es the  only  foundation  for  the  claims  of  the  Overseers ;  and  al- 
though there  might  possibly  be  a  question  whether  it  has  not 
been  virtually  repealed,  (at  least  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Alms-house,)  yet  we  have  thought  it  more  safe 
and  expedient  to  proceed  on  the  supposition  that  it  remains  in 
force,  excepting  so  far  as  it  has  been  clearly  altered  by  subse- 
quent Statutes. 

In  the  year  1823,  the  City  had  erected  what  they  called  a 
House  of  Industry.  If  this  is  to  be  considered  as  the  *'  House 
for  the  reception  and  employment  of  the  idle  amd  poor,"  pursu- 
ant to  the  Statute  of  1735,  the  Overseers  would  have  had  the 
government  of  it,  if  no  other  provision  had  been  made.  But  by 
the  Statute  of  the  3d  Feb.  1823,  (1822,  c.  56,)  the  Legislature 
gave  the  government  of  this  House  of  Industry  to  nina  Directors^ 
to  be  chosen  by  the  City  Council.  If,  therefore,  this  is  the  Alms- 
house, the  government  of  it  is  taken  from  the  Overseers,  aad 
vested  in  the  nine  Directors;  and  the  Statute  of  1735  is  so  far 
repealed.  The  City  Council  could  not,  as  we  concwve,  give  to 
the  Overseers  any  controul  over  this  House,  inconsistent  with  the

authority  vested  l\y  law  in  the  Directors.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  this  House  of  Industry  is  a  distinct  establishment,  and  not  such 
a  Poor-House  as  is  contemplated  in  the  Statute  of  1735,  it  is  clear 
that  the  Overseers  hnve  nothhig  to  do  with  it.  It  is  equally  clear 
that,  whether  the  House  is  of  one  or  the  other  description,  the 
City  Council  has  authority,  according-  to  the  Statute  1793,  c.  59, 
to  require  that  the  poor  should  be  relieved,  supported,  and  em- 
ployed in  that  House. 

It  may  be  proper  here  to  remark,  that  although  the  law  ap- 
pears 1o  give  an  unlimited  povver  to  towns  to  cause  their  poor  t© 
be  relieved  in  any  manner  whatever,  yet  there  seems  to  be  some 
limitation  arising  necessarily  out  of  peculiar  circumstances,  and 
from  other  parts  of  the  law.  If,  for  example,  a  poor  person 
should  break  a  limb,  or  be  so  ill  that  he  could  not  be  removed 
without  endangering  his  life,  the  Overseers  would  be  bound  to 
relieve  him  immediately,  without  carrying  him  to  the  poor-house, 
ev  before  he  could  be  sent  there,  notwithstanding  the  town  should 
have  prescribed  that  as  the  place  for  maintaining  the  poor. 
There  is  another  kind  of  exception,  which  though  not  required 
by  law,  seems  to  be  called  for  by  humanity  and  benevolence,  a? 
well  as  by  a  regard  to  economy  ;  and  that  is,  of  those  household- 
ers and  others  who  require  only  partial  relief,  and  who  may  be 
rendered  more  comfortable  by  a  small  supply  of  necessaries  at 
their  own  houses,  than  by  being  wholly  supported  in  a  poor- 
house  :  and  the  undersigned  would  suggest  to  the  City  Council 
the  expediency  of  pa<r>sing  an  Order  for  the  relief  and  employ- 
ment of  the  Poor  in  the  House  of  Industry,  and  to  except  from 
its  operation  the  two  classes  of  persons  above  mentioned. 

As  to  all  those  person  who  may  be  lawfully  relieved,  without 
being  sent  to  the  House  of  Industry,  the  care  of  them  remains 
entirely  with  the  Overseers;  but  as  to  all  who  ought  by  law,  and 
the  orders  of  the  City  Council,  to  be  relieved  and  supported  in 
that  place,  the  Directors  have  the  same  powers,  that  the  Over- 
seers have,  to  send  them  there,  and  have  the  sole  power  of  gov- 
erning them  after  they  are  admitted. 

If  the  City  Council  has  a  right  to  require  that  all  the  poor,  ex= 
cepting  the  two  classes  above  mentioned,  shall  be  supported  in 
the  House  of  Industry,  it  necessarily  follows  that  the  Overseers 
are  bound  to  send  all  such  poor  there  for  relief;  and  if  they 
should  decline  to  do  so,  the  remedy  would  be  substantially  the 
same  as  in  any  other  town  in  the  Commonwealth  where  the 
Overseers  should  refuse  to  provide  for  the  poor  according  to  law 
and  to  the  directions  of  ihe  town. 

These  general  views  of  the  subject  exhibit  the  opinions  that 
we  have  formed  on  most  of  the  points  in  controversy;  but  we 
proceed  briefly  to  give  a  specified  answer  to  each  of  the  ques= 
tions  contained  in  the  annexed  papers. 

To  the  first,  ve  answer,  that  in  o'lr  opinion  the  erecting  and 
providing  for  the  House  of  Industry,  is  a  valid  and  legal  exercise 
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of  authority  by  the  City  Council ;  and  we  also  think  that  it  may 
be  considered  such  a  Poor-House  as  is  contemplated  by  the  Stat- 
ute of  1735;  though  for  the  reasons  above  mentioned  we  have 
not  thought  it  material  to  settle  this  last  question.  We  have  no 
doubt  that  it  is  a  house  in  which  the  City  Council  may  lawfully 
order  the  poor  to  be  relieved  and  employed ;  and  that  the  poor, 
when  there,  must  be  reheved  and  employed  by  the  Directors, 
and  under  their  authority. 

To  the  second,  we  answer  in  the  affirmative.  It  is  impossible 
that  two  distinct  and  independent  bodies  should  each  have  the 
whole  of  the  authority  in  question  ;  and  the  Statute  of  1822,  c. 
56,  has  given  this  authority  to  the  Directors. 

To  the  third — in  our  opinion  the  Overseers  have  no  such  right 
or  authority. 

To  the  fourth — we  see  nothing  in  any  of  the  Statutes  referred 
to,  which  could  prevent  the  town  before  the  charter,  or  the  City 
Council  now,  from  ''directing  the  way  and  manner^'  in  which 
the  poor  should  be  relieved,  supported  and  employed,  as  any 
other  town  in  the  commonwealth  might  do ;  excepting  only,  that 
before  the  Statute  of  1822,  c.  56,  if  the  city  had  seen  fit  to  build 
and  maintain  a  Poor-House,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Statute  of  1735,  the  Overseers  would  have  had  the  direction 
of  the  house. 

To  the  fifth — the  City  Council  has  in  our  opinion  the  same  au- 
thority in  this  respect,  that  the  town  formerly  possessed ;  and 
their  votes,  pursuant  to  that  authority,  are  conclusive  and  obliga- 
tory on  the  Overseers. 

To  the  sixth — we  see  no  necessity  for  the  Overseers  to  exer- 
cise any  authority  over  the  poor  in  the  House  of  Industry ;  and 
the  City  Council  cannot,  as  we  app-^ehend,  give  to  the  Overseers 
any  authority  inconsistent  with  that  which  is  vested  in  the  Direc- 
tors by  the  Statute  of  1822,  c.  56.  Of  course  we  are  of  opinion 
that  the  Overseers  cannot  exercise  any  greater  authority  than 
that  specified  in  the  Vote  of  Sept.  29,  1823.  This  Vote  howev- 
er does  not  appear  to  be  a  full  exercise  of  the  authority  of  the 
City  Council ;  and  we  would  suggest  the  expediency  of  theit 
passing  a  formal  Order,  (if  there  is  not  such  a  one  now  in  force) 
requiring  that  all  the  poor,  with  the  exception  of  the  two  classes 
above  mv^nti^med,  shall  be  relieved,  supported  and  employed,  in 
the  H  u-^e  of  lodustry. 

To  the  seventh — If  the  City  Council  have  passed,  or  should 
see  fit  to  pass,  an  Order  of  the  kind  suggested  in  our  preceding 
answer,  the  Overseers  could  not  lawfully  maintain  the  poor,  who 
came  within  the  terms  of  the  order,  at  the  expence  of  the  city, 
at  any  other  place  than  the  House  of  Industry.  The  Directors 
of  that  house  have  the  same  power  as  the  Overseers,  to  send 
there  any  of  the  poor  persons  referred  to  in  this  question. 
The  eighth  is  answered  in  the  preceding  answer^ 
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To  the  ninth — we  are  not  aware  of  any  further  measures  that 
can  or  ou"-ht  to  be  taken  by  the  City  Coiinci)  in  this  respect.

The  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Memorial  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  of  the  23d  May  last, 
havino-  taken  the  same  into  consideration,  respectfully 

BBFORT. 

That  the  subject  matter  of  that  memorial  has  relation  to  the 
resolves  of  the  City  Council  of  the  12th  of  May  last,  concerning 
which,  the  Overseers  declare,  that  •'  they  do  not  feel  authorized 
to  co-operate  in  the  measures  there  proposed  ;"  that  they  "  could 
not  feel  justi5ed  in  relinquishing  to  the  Directors  of  the  House 
of  Industry  any  of  the  tasks  assigned  to  them  by  law,"  aud  that 
they  could  not  "  consent  to  grant  the  permits  as  contemplated  by 
said  resolve,"  and  notify  the  City  Council  that  "  unles  a  house 
is  provided  to  which  the  Overseers  can  remove  paupers,  the 
city  will  be  exposed  to  great  expense." 

The  tenor  of  this  memorial  was  of  a  character  indicating  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Committee  so  great  a  misapprehension  of  the 
rights  and  duties  of  the  said  Overseers,  and  this  misapprehension 
would,  if  acquiesced  in  by  the  City  Council,  result  in  conse- 
quences at  once  so  serious  and  embarrassing,  that  they  deemed  it 
proper  to  put  those  rights  and  duties,  at  once,  as  far  as  was  pos- 
sible, beyond  all  doubt  or  question,  by  laying  the  whole  subject 
of  controversy  between  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  the  City 
Council  before  council  learned  in  the  law,  selecting  such  as  had 
the  greatest  reputation  in  the  city,  and  whose  opinion  would,  as 
it  was  hoped,  be  conclusive  with  the  Overseers,  and  certainly 
with  the  public. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  caused  the  Chairman  to  address 
the  letter  of  the  4th  of  June,  instant,  to  the  Hon.  William  Pres- 
cott,  Charles  Jackson,  and  Daniel  Webster,  Esquires.  This  let- 
ter, the  documents,  accompanying,  and  the  "-  Opinion"  of  those 
three  distinguished  jurists,  all  of  which  are  subjoined  to  this  Re- 
port, constitute  all  that  your  Committee  deem  it  necessary  to 
state  on  the  subject  committed  to  them,  and  in  conformity  to  the 
suggestions  contained  in  that  "Opinion"  of  the  learned  council, 
your  Committee  report  the  following  Resolves,  which  are  res- 
pectfully submitted.

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Resolved^  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be,  and  they  here- 
by are  directed  to  cause  all  persons, — who,  frpm  the  nature  of 
the  illness  under  which  they  labor,  or  of  the  accident  which  has 
befallen  them,  are  incapable,  without  endangering  life,  to  be  re- 
moved from  the  place  where  they  are,  to  be  relieved  and  sup- 
ported in  such  place,  until  they  are  capable  so  to  be  removed ; 
and  as  soon  as  they  are  capable  of  being  removed,  the  said  Over- 
seers are  directed  to  CRuse  them  forthwith  to  be  removed  for 
further  relief  and  support,  to  the  House  of  Industry. 

Resolved^  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be,  and  they  here- 
by are  directed,  as  it  respects  those  householders  and  others, 
who  in  their  opinion  require  partial  relief,  and  who  may  be  ren- 
dered more  comfortable,  by  a  small  supply  at  their  own  houses, 
than  by  being  wholly  supported  in  a  Poor-House,  to  grant  such 
partial  relief  and  small  supply  of  necessaries  at  their  own  houses. 

Resolved^  That  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  be,  and  they  here- 
by are  directed  to  see  that  all  poor  and  indigent  persons,  having 
lawful  settlement  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  standing  in  need  of 
relief,  other  than  those  belonging  to  the  classes  specified  in  the 
two  preceding  resolves,  to  be  suitably  relieved,  supported,  and 
employed  in  the  House  of  Industry,  according  to  the  regulations 
and  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Directors  of  said  House.

Sir, — By  an  ordinance  of  the  City  Council  "  es- 
tablishing a  system  of  accountability  in  the  Expen- 
ditures of  the  City,"  it  is  enjoined  upon  the  Audi- 
tor of  Accounts  to  make  and  lay  before  the  City 
Council,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  an- 
nually, "  a  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  past  year,  giving  in  detail  the  amount 
of  appropriation  and  expenditure  for  each  specific 
object."  In  conformity  to  that  provision,  I  have 
made,  and  have  now  the  honor  to  lay  before  the 
City  Council,  the  accompanying  documents,  num- 
bered 1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5. 

The  document  No.  1  contains  a  Statement  of  all 
the  ^Appropriations  granted  by  the  City  Council,  to 
meet  the  various  objects  of  Expenditure;  during 
the  last  financial  year.  No.  2  is  a  Statement  of  the 
Expenditures  made  during  the  year,  under  authori- 
ty of  appropriations  of  the  City  Council.  The  dif- 
ferent branches  of  Expenditure  are  therein  stated 
in  detail,  as  far  as  can  well  be  done,  without  making 
the  document  too  voluminous; — and  I  have  taken 
the  liberty  to  make  such  remarks,  under  tlie  appro- 


priate  heads,  as  I  have  thought  necessary  to  a  pro» 
per  understanding  of  the  nature  and  effect  of  some 
of  these  expenditures.  No.  3  is  a  Statement  of  the 
Income  of  the  City,  during  the  past  year.  No.  4  is 
a  Statement  in  relation  to  the  City  and  County 
Debt,  showing  the  several  variations  which  have 
taken  place  in  the  public  debt,  during  the  year; — 
and  its  amount,  and  character,  on  the  first  day  of 
May  instant.  No.  5  is  an  Account  Current  oj  the 
Aggregates  of  Income  and  Expenditure^  showing 
the  actual  balance  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  first  in- 
stant. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  seve- 
ral Statements  of  Income  and  Expenditure,  that 
the  expenditures  of  the  year  which  has  just 
closed,  taking  into  view  the  expense  of  the  im- 
provement in  Court  Street,  will  considerably  exceed 
the  Income  of  the  City  for  the  year.  The  follow-

The  Ordinance,  "  establishing*  a  system  of  accountability  in 
the  expenditures  of  the  City,"  requiring  that  the  Auditor  shall 
in  the  month  of  February  annually,  make  and  lay  before  the 
City  Council,  an  estimate  of  the  amoimt  of  money  necessary  to 
be  raised  for  the  expenditure  of  the  ensuing  financial  year,  un- 
der the  respective  heads  of  appropriation,  such  an  Estimate  was 
laid  before  the  City  Council,  on  the  27th  of  February  last. 
That  Estimate  was  referred  to  a  joint  Committee,  by  whom  an 
order  was  reported,  which,  after  some  slight  amendments,  was 
passed  by  the  City  Council,  in  the  following  form,  viz  : —

The  Committee  of  the  City  Council,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Auditor  of  Accounts,  in  relation  to 
the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  last  year,  with  in- 
structions to  report  what  amount  of  tax  ought  to  be  laid 
for  the  present  financial  year,  have  given  due  considera- 
tion to  the  subjects  with  which  they  were  charged,  and 
respectfully  ask  leave  to 

REPORT  :— 

That  they  find  the  whole  amount  of  the  appropriations  already 
made  by  the  City  Council,  to  meet  the  expenditures  of  the 
current  financial  year,  to  be  ^308,070  00, 

In  considering  the  course  of  expenditure  in  preceding  years, 
your  Committee  find  that  considerable  difficulty  has  arisen  from 
the  want  of  some  fund,  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil, to  meet  such  objects  of  expenditure  as  may  occur  c/le?-  the 
passage  of  the  general  appropriations,  which  are  granted  at  the 
commencement  of  the  financial  year.  With  so  many  different 
interests  to  consult,  and  at  a  period  so  favourable  to  improve- 
ments of  various  kinds,  it  is  impossible  for  any  Committee  of  the 
City  Council,  however  minute  may  be  their  investigation,  to 
anticipate  every  possible  form  in  which  the  necessity  of  ex- 
penditure may  arise.  To  relieve  this  difficulty,  in  some  mea- 
sure, during  the  present  year,  the  Committee  believe  that  the 
'Circumstances  of  the  City  will  authorize  an  appropriation  of  tie 
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sum  of  ^16,000,  to  meet  objects  of  expenditure  which  the  City 
Council  may  hereafter  deem  necessary,  and  for  which  no  spe- 
cial appropriation  has  been  made  ;  with  the  condition,  that  any 
part  of  this  sum  which  may  not  be  required  for  other  purposes, 
shall  be  applied  towards  the  extinguishment  of  the  public  debt 
of  the  City.

In  conformity  to  the  above  statement,  the  Committee  unani- 
mously recommend  to  the  City  Council  to  lay  a  tax  of  §220,000 
for  the  purposes  of  the  City  and  County,  during  the  present 
financial  year. 

In  proposing  an  increase  of  the  Tax,  the  Committee  think 
proper  to  recal  to  the  recollection  of  the  City  Council  the  fact 
that,  notwithstanding  the  increased  expenditures  consequent  up- 
on the  various  public  improvements  which  have  been  made 
within  the  last  three  or  four  years,  the  ratio  of  taxation  has 
been  much  less  than  it  was,  for  several  years  preceding  the 
establishment  of  the  City  government.  For  the  years  1819 
and  182U,  the  ratio  was  eighty  cents  upon  every  hundred  dol- 
lars of  valuation;  and  since  that  time,  altnough  the  amount  of 
Tax  has  been  increased,  jet  the  increase  of  taxable  property 
has  been  in  so  much  greater  proportion,  as  to  reduce  the  ratio 
to  seventy  cents  upon  the  hundred  dollars,  v/hich  was  the  basis 
of  the  last  year's  assessment.  If  the  tax  now  recommended, 
should  be  passed  by  the  City  Council,  it  will  amount  to  only 
seventy-seven  cents  upon  the  hundred  dollars,  even  if  it  should 
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be  found  that  there  has  been  no  increase  of  taxable  proiierty 
since  the  last  year. 

Upon  the  propriety  of  naeeting  the  ordinary  expenditures  of 
the  City  government,  for  each  year,  with  resources  raised  with- 
in the  year,  and  without  recurrence  to  permanent  loans,  your 
Committee  believe  there  can  be  but  one  opinion.  In  any  great 
public  improvement,  the  commencement  and  completion  of 
which  are  to  fall  within  the  limits  of  a  single  3'ear,  but  the  bene- 
fits of  which  are  to  be  extended  to  all  future  years,  a  propor- 
tion of  the  expense  may,  with  justice,  be  deferred  for  future 
payment;  but  it  does  not  need  the  force  of  an  argument  to 
prove,  that  all  disbursements,  which  are  of  continual  occur- 
rence, should  be  defrayed  from  an  income  simultaneous  with 
the  expenditure. 

With  these  views,  the  Committee  respectfully  recommend  to 
the  City  Council  the  adoption  of  the  annexed  order.

The  Auditor  of  Accounts  has  the  honor  to  laj 
before  the  City  Council  his  Annual  Report  of  the 
Receipts  and  Expenditures  of  the  City^  for  the 
financial  3^ear  which  commenced  on  the  first  day 
of  May  1826,  and  closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April  1827.  The  accompanying  documents,  num- 
bered 1,  2,  3,  and  4,  embrace  views  of  the  appro* 
prialions,  expenditures,  income,  and  public  debt, 
sufficiently  detailed,  it  is  believed,  for  a  full  and 
faithful  compliance  with  the  pro-visions  of  that 
Section  of  the  City  Charter,  which  enjoins  upon 
the  Government  of  the  City,  the  publication  and 
distribution,  for  the  information  of  the  citizens,  of 
annual  and  particular  statements  of  its  financial 
transactions. 

Refering  to  documents  numbered  2 
and  3,  it  will  be  seen,  that  the  amount 
of  the  actual  expenditures,  in  money, 
during  the  financial  year  w4]ich  has

In  comparing  the  actual  Receipts  and  Expendi- 
tures of  the  last  financial  year,  with  the  Estimates 
which  were  presented  and  adopted  at  the  com- 
mencement of  it,  there  is  certainly  cause  of  regret 
that,  notwithstanding  the  Revenue  of  the  year  has 
considerably  exceeded  its  anticipated  amount,  the 
excess  of  Expenditure  has  been  in  so  much  greater 
proportion,  as  to  leave  a  very  considerable  balance 
against  the  City.  The  unusual  expenses  incurred 
for  the  completion  of  the  paving  on  the  Neck,  for 
widening  streets,  and  for  the  organization  and 
equipment  of  the  Fire  Department,  go  some  way 
tojustify  that  expenditure.  It  is  confidently  hoped 
that  the  system  which  the  City  Council  has  re- 
cently adopted,  of  applying  certain  of  its  resources, 
annually,  to  the  reduction  of  the  public  debt, 
and  conforming  the  annual  appropriations  to  the 
residue  of  income,  will  afford  to  this  Department 
the  grateful  opportunity  of  presenting  a  more  fa- 
vourable statement,  in  the  Report  of  the  next  year ; 
but  it  is  too  apparent  to  be  forgotten,  that  a  mere 
change  in  the  form  of  our  financial  arrangements 
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will  not  avail  much,  unles^s  it  is  accompanied  by  a 
corresponding  economy  of  expenditure.

The  appropriation  of  $10,000  made  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  financial  year,  for  the  Fire  Department,  was 
soon  found  to  be  insufficient  for  its  purposes  ; — and  the 
additional  sum  of  $12,000  was  granted  by  the  City 
Council.

In  conformity  to  the  requisitions  of  an  Ordi- 
nance, passed  December  22d,  1825,  the  Auditor  of 
Accounts  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil his  Annual  Report,  embracing  Statements  of 
the  Appropriations,  the  Income,  and  the  Expendi- 
tures of  the  City,  for  the  financial  year  which 
closed  on  the  thirtieth  ultimo.  He  takes  this  occa- 
sion, also,  to  communicate  a  statement  in  rela- 
tion to  the  public  debt  of  the  City  ;  shewing  the 
changes  which  it  has  undergone,  within  the  last 
financial  year,  and  its  amount  and  character,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  present  month.  These  docu- 
ments are  arranged  successively,  and  marked,  A. 
B.  C.  &  D. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  no  common  satisfaction, 
that  the  Auditor  is  enabled  to  present  an  exhibit  of 
the  financial  transactions  of  one  year,  in  which  the 
aggregate  amount  of  the  Income  of  the  city,  exceeds 


the  aggregate  amount  of  its  Expenditures,  If  any 
commentary  is  now  necessary,  upon  that  spirit  of 
economy  which  characterized  the  proceedings  of 
the  last  City  Council,  and  led  it  to  the  adoption  of  a 
system  of  self-restriction  in  regard  to  appropriation, 
and  of  confining  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  the 
year  within  the  limits  of  ordinary  annual  income, 
the  result  of  »hese  documents  affords  a  practical 
illustration  of  the  wisdom  of  those  measures. 

Referring  to  the  statement  marked  B,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  whole  amount  of  that  portion  of  the 
income  of  the  City,  which  is  considered  as  strictly 
applicable  to  its  usual  annual  expenses,  amounted, 
during  the  last  financial  year,  to  ^334,932.45 

And,  by  the  statement  marked  C,  it 
appears  that  the  wiiolc  expenditure  of 
the  City,  in  money,  during  the  same 
year,  amounted  to         -  -  ^333,314.95 


Leaving  a  balance  in  the  City  Treas- 
ury, on  the  first  day  of  the  present 
month,  being  the  actual  excess  of  income 
over  expenditure,  for  the  last  year, 
amounting  to         -  -  -  ^1,617.50 

Previously  to  the  last  financial  year,  all  the  in- 
come of  the  City,  without  regard  to  its  character, 
or  the  peculiar  applicability  of  certain  portions  of 
it  to  particular  objects,  had  been  used,  indiscrimi- 
nately, for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  the  government ; 
and  no  other  provision  had  been  made  towards  a 


reduction  of  the  debt  of  the  city,  than  the  applica- 
tion of  a  comparatively  small  annual  appropriation. 
Pursuing  that  course,  the  City  was  gradually  divest- 
ing itself  of  its  property,  in   Real  Estate,  and  in 
claims  against  individuals,  without  a  corresponding 
diminution  of  its  funded  debt.     The  inevitable  re- 
sults of  a  continuance  in  such  a  course  were,  hap- 
pily, averted,  by  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  finance, 
having  for  its  basis  the  application  to  a  gradual  re- 
duction of  the  City  debt,  of  all  those  items  of  in- 
come which  seemed  legitimately  appropriate  to  that 
object.     Under   that   system,    all   the    balance    of 
money  in  the  Treasury  at  the  commencement  of  the 
last  financial  year,   all    the    proceeds    of  sales   of 
Real   Estate  belonging  to  the  City,  the  amount   of 
Notes  held  by  the  City  which  have  fallen  due  with- 
in that  year,  and  fifteen  thousand   dollars  of  the 
annual  tax,  have  been  withdrawn  from  the  sphere 
of  usual  annual  expenditure,  and  have  been  strictly 
applied  to  the  reduction  of  the  City  debt.     The  de- 
tails of  that  operation  will  be  shewn,  by  the  Report 
to  be  made  by  the  Committee  having  charge  of  that 
subject ;  but,  in  the  mean  while,  for  a  statement  of 
the  aggregate  results,  the  Auditor  respectfully  refers 
to   the    document,  in  this  connection,  marked  D  ;

REPORT  ON  THE  CITY  DEBT.

Hi, 

The  Committee  on  the  Reduction  of  the  City  Debt  respectfully 
submit  to  the  City  Council  this  final  Report  of  their  transactions, 
"during  the  financial  year  which  closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April  last. 

By  certain  Orders  of  the  City  Council,  passed  on  the  23d  of 
April,  1827,  by  which  this  Committee  was  constituted,  it  was  de- 
termined that  certain  specific  funds  therein  named,  viz  :  All 
"balances  of  money  thereafter  remaining  in  the  Treasury,  at  the 
■end  of  any  financial  year  ;  all  receipts  in  money,  being  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  Real  Estate,  of  any  description,  then  belong- 
ing, or  which  might  thereafter  belong,  to  the  City;  all  receipts 
on  account  of  the  principal  sum  of  any  bond  or  note,  then  owned, 
or  which  might  thereafter  be  owned,  by  the  City;  and,  also,  fif. 
-teen  thousand  dollars  of  the  annual  City  Tax,  in  that,  and  every 
future  year,  should  be  appropriated  to  the  payment,  or  purchase, 
of  the  capital  of  the  City  Debt ;  and,  for  that  purpose,  that  said 
funds  should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Committee. 

Under  the  provisions  of  those  Orders,  a  regular  account  has 
been  kept  with  this  Committee,  in  the  Books  of  the  Auditor  ;  in 
which  the  Committee  has  been  credited  with  all  the  moneys  re- 
ceived, during  the  last  financial  year,  from  the  designated  sources, 
and,  also,  with  the  balance  of  an  account  of  interest,  on  moneys 
at  the  credit  of  this  Committee,  while  the  same  were  not  imme- 
diately wanted  by  the  Committee,  and  were,  temporarily,  made 
use  of  for  other  purposes  of  the  City.  In  their  general  account, 
the  Committee  are  charged  with  all  the  payments  made  by  their 
order,  on  account  of  the  principal  of  the  City  Debt. 

In  February  last,  it  was  ascertained  by  this  Committee,  that 
the  avails  of  the  funds  which  had  been  placed  in  their  trust,  by 

6  . 
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the  City  Council,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  liquidate  all  that  por- 
tion of  the  Public  Debt  which  would  fall  due  within  that  financial 
year  ;  and  application,  consequently,  was  made,  by  the  Committee, 
to  the  City  Council,  for  authority  to  negociate  a  new  Loan,  not  to 
exceed,  in  amount,  the  sum  oi  twenty -nine  thousand  dollars ;  which 
authority  was  promptly  granted  by  the  City  Council.  The  Com- 
mittee have  found  it  necessary,  under  that  authority,  to  borrow 
only  the  sum  o^  twenty-two  thousand  dollars ;  which  amount,  also, 
has  been  carried  tO  the  credit  of  this  Committee. 

With  these  funds,  as  above  stated,  the  Committee  have  been 
enabled  to  redeem  all  that  portion  of  the  Public  Debt  of  the 
City,  which 'fell  due  within  the  year,  amounting  to  one  hundred 
and  seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-jive  dollars  ;  and 
they  had  a  balance  remaining  at  their  credit,  on  the  thirtieth  ultimo, 
amounting  to  eleven  hundred  and  nine  dollars^  and  four  cents ; 
which  is  carried  to  new  account  at  the  commencement  of  the 
present  financial  year.

The  Committee  cannot  but  express  to  the  City  Council  their 
clear  conviction,  resulting  from  the  experience  of  the  last  finan- 
cial year,  that  the  system  adopted  by  the  Council,  of  setting  apart 
certain  specific  portions  of  the  revenue  of  the  City,  in  each  year, 
towards  a  gradual  reduction  of  the  City  debt,  is  founded  in  a  wise 
attention  to  the  best  financial  interests  of  the  City  :  For,  al- 
though it  is  true  tiiat  no  new  funds  are  actually  created  ^to  the 
City  by  this  arrangement,  yet  it  is  equally  true  that  the  applica- 
tion of  those  funds,  which,  from  their  very  nature,  belong  to  the 
liquidation  of  the  Public  Debt,  is  ensured  to  that  object;  and  a 
systematic  separation  is  thereby  effected,  between  those  funds 
which  are  of  a  permanent  character,  being  the  proceeds  of  the  ac- 
tual property  of  the  City,  and  those  which  partake  of  the  nature 
of  annual  income.

The  Auditor  of  Accounts  respectfully  asks 
permission  to  lay  before  the  City  Council  the  An- 
nual Report  on  the  Finances  of  the  City,  for  the 
year  which  closed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April 
last. 

The  accompanying  Documents  (marked  A.  B. 
C.  and  D.)  contain  Statements  of  the  Appropria- 
tions granted  by  the  City  Council,  for  the  ser- 
vice of  the  year  ; — of  the  Income,  which  actually 
accrued  to  the  City,  during  the  year ; — of  the  Ex- 
penditures, whiiih  were  made,  in  the  rarious  de- 
partments of  the  government ;— and  of  the  Citf 
Debt,  shev,^ing  the  variations  that  have  taken 
place  within  the  year. — 

Upon  examination  of  these  Statements,  it  will 
be  found  that  the  financial  year  w^hich  has  just  ex- 
pired, adds  another  to  the  number  of  those  years, 
in  which  the  ordinary  annual  Income  of  the  City 
government  has  not  proved  adequate  to  its  ordina-

This  inadequacy  of  the  Income  of  the  last  finan- 
cial year  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  year,  arises 
from  the  fact  that  there  has  been,  in  that  year,  as 
there  was  in  the  year  preceding  it,  an  excess  of  ex- 
penditure for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  and  for  the 
payment  of    Interest    on  the    City    Debt.      The 
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County  Expenditures,  it  is  well  known  to  the  City 
Council,  are  without  the  control  of  the  officers  of 
the  City  government,  and  must  be  paid,  whether 
they  exceed,  or  fall  short  of,  the  amount  appro- 
priated to  meet  them.  The  amount  of  Interest 
falling  due  within  the  last  financial  year  has  con- 
siderably exceeded  the  estimated  amount,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  extensive  changes  which  have 
been  effected  in  the  City  Debt  ; — as,  when  new 
Loans  are  negociated  for  the  liquidation  of  old 
debts,  it  becomes  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  on 
the  Stock  thus  cancelled,  in  full  5— so  that  it  gen- 
erally happens,  in  such  cases,  that  more  than  a 
years  interest  on  the  same  debt  is  to  be  paid.

The  Auditor  of  Accounts  has  the  honor  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  his  Annual  Report  on  the  finan- 
cial concerns  of  the  City,  for  the  year  which  closed 
on  the  thirtieth  ultimo. 

The  Documents  accompanying  this  Report  exhib- 
it a  Statement  of  the  various  Appropriations  which 
were  granted  by  the  City  Council  for  the  service  of 
that  year,  with  the  changes  that  were  made  in  those 
Appropriations  in  the  progress  of  the  year  ; — a  State- 
ment of  the  Income  of  the  City,  applicable  to  its  or- 
dinary annual  expenses,  and  exclusive  of  those  funds 
which  have  been  set  apart  for  the  reduction  of  the 
City  Debt ; — a  Statement  of  the  Expenditures  of 
the  City,  during  the  year  ; — and  a  Statement  of  the 
Public  Debt  of  the  City,  shewing  its  amount  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  the  changes  that  have 
been  made  during  the  year,  and  its  actual  character 
at  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  Appropriations  ordered  by  the  City  Council, 
for  the  purposes  of  the  last  financial  year,  have  piov- 
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ed  amply  sufficient  for  all  the  objects  they  were  des- 
tined to  meet ;    and  there  appears,  in  the  aggregate 
of  those  appropriations,  a  considerable  unexpended 
balance.       But  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Income 
of  the  City,  for  that  year,  exhibits  a  considerable  de- 
ficiency, when  compared  with  the  original  estimate 
upon  which  those  Appropriations  were  predicated. — 
Several  reasons  have  operated,  during  the  two  last 
financial  y^ars,  to  diminish  the  accustomed  income 
of  the  City.     Among  these,  the  principal  reason  has 
been  a  necessary  reduction  of  Rents  of  property  be- 
longing to  the  City  ;    a  reduction  corresponding  to 
that  which  had  been  sustained  by  individual  citizens 
who  were  owners  of  Real  Estate,  and  which  seemed 
then  to  be  called  for,  by  the  temporary  depression 
in  business.    This  diminution  of  Rents  extended  to  the 
Stalls  and  Cellars  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market,  the  Stores 
under  Faneuil  Hall,  and  other  property  of  the  City. 
Another  cause  of  the  deficiency  of  estimated  In- 
come, is  to  be  found  in  the  continued  suspension  of 
the  collection  of  the  amounts  due  to  the  City,  for 
assessments  for  Common  Sewers.     In  the  Estimates 
of  the  two  last  years,  a  considerable  sum  has  been 
put  down,  which  it  was  believed  would  be  obtained 
from  that  source.     But  this  hope  has  not,  in  either  of 
those  years,  been  realized.     The  duty  of  making  as- 
sessments and  collections  of  moneys  expended   by 
the  City  for  Common  Sewers,  was  devolved,  by  an 
Ordinance  of  the  City  Council  passed  some  years 
since,  upon  this  department.     That  account  was  then 


largely  in  arrears ;  and  very  considerable  collections 
were  subsequently  made.  But  constantly  occurring 
duties,  which  it  appeared  impossible  to  postpone, 
have  prevented  the  Auditor,  thus  far,  from  complet- 
ing these  assessments  and  collections.  He  has  en- 
tertained a  hope,  which  is  liot  yet  abandoned,  of 
being  able  to  bring  this  business,  ere  long,  to  a  suc- 
cessful termination.  Whether  the  interest  of  the 
City  will  be  best  promoted,  by  awaiting  the  close  of 
these  accounts,  as  they  can  be  adjusted,  in  connex- 
ion with  the  other  business  of  this  department,  or 
by  employing  temporary  assistance  for  this  specific 
object,  as  has  beeii  suggested  to  the  City  Council 
by  the  Mayor,  is  a  question  upon  which  it  is  not 
deemed  proper,  in  this  connexion,  to  express  an 
opinion.

The  Committee  of  the  City  Council  on  the  Reduc- 
tion of  the  City  Debt,  respectfully  ask  leave  to 


That,  during  the  financial  year  which  closed  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  April  last,  the  following  transactions  have  taken  place, 
in  relation  to  the  reduction  of  the  Public  Debt  of  the  City 

The  funds  originally  applied  to  that  object,  by  the  City 
Council,  were,  the  Balance  of  Money  remaining  in  the  City 
Treasury  at  the  end  of  any  financial  year  5 — all  receipts  in 
Money,  being  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Real  Estate,  of  any 
description,  belonging  to  the  City  ;  all  receipts  on  account  of 
the  principal  sum  of  any  Bond  or  Note  ov/ned  by  the  City  ; — 
and,  also,  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  at  least,  out  of  the  City 
Tax,  in  each  and  every  year.  Since  the  passage  of  the  ori- 
ginal Order,  it  has  been  determined  by  the  City  Council,  that 
all  the  Income  of  the  City  Wharf  East  of  Faneuil  Hall  Market, 
and  all  the  Income  of  the  City  Hall,  (over  the  sum  of  $3500  per 
annum)  shall  be  added  to  the  funds  which  had  been  before  pe- 
culiarly destined  to  tha  reduction  of  the  City  Debt.

The  System  of  keeping  that  portion  of  the  Income  of  the 
City,  which  is,  in  its  nature,  peculiarly 'applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  City  Debt,  distinct  from  the  Revenue  appropriated 
to  ordinary  annual  expenditure,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Com- 
mittee, of  beneficial  tendency,  as  a  measure  of  financial  accu-^ 
racy  ; — inasmuch  as  it  secures  the  application  of  those  fund^ 
to  their  proper  object.  But  it  must  be  immediately  apparent 
to  the  City  Council,  that  the  ope^tion  of  that  System  cannot 
produce  any  sensible  diminution  of  the  amount  of  the  City 
Debt,  so  long  as  new  sources  of  expenditure  are  con^antly 
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developed,  which,  either  from  their  amount  or  their  charactef, 
are  not  considered  as  chargeable  upon  the  ordinary  resources 
of  the  year,  and  are  made  the  subjects  of  new  debt.  The 
creation  of  new  Debt,  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  Reduction  of 
the  old  Debt,  seems  constantly  to  paralyse  the  eiforts  of  that 
system,  which  this  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  adminis- 
ter. Such  a  course  not  only  diminishes  the  hopes  of  the  ulti- 
mate payment  of  the  City  Debt,  but  it  diminishes,  also,  the 
means  by  v/hich  it  v/as  ever  thought  possible  to  pay  it; — as  there 
is  a  constant  diminution  of  the  resources  of  the  City,  in  its 
Lands,  its  Bonds,  and  Notes,  without  a  corresponding  reduction 
of  its  Debt.  Under  this  view  of  the  financial  relations  of  the 
City,  this  Committee  respectfully  submit  it  to  the  consider- 
ation of  the  City  Council,  whether  any  further  increase  of  the 
City  Debt  ought  to  be  authorized,  exeept  in  cases  of  the  clear- 
est and  most  obvious  necessity.  These  remarks  are  not  in- 
tended as  calling  in  question  the  expediency  of  the  objects  for 
which  loans  have  been  authorized,  during  the  past  year  ; — but 
as  suggesting  the  propriety  of  a  different  procedure  for  the 
future  : — And  it  may  be  worthy  the  attention  *of  the  City 
Council,  as  objects  hereafter  occur,  presenting  themselves  with 
in^sistable  claims  to  attention^  and  being  of  a  character  similar 
to  some  of  those  for  which  Loans  have  been  heretofore  con- 
tracted, to  consider  whether  such  objects  are  not  of  a  nature 
to  be  brought  within  the  sphere  of  regular  annual  Income  ; — 
and  whether  they  may  not  be  justified  in  meeting  them,  by  an 
increase  of  the  annual  Tax.

REPORT. 
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To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company. 

In  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  operations  of 
the  road,  during  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1854,  the 
directors  would  remark,  that  no  fatal  accident,  or  serious  injury, 
has  happened  to  any  passenger  in  the  Cars,  and  that  the  results 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  former  years.  The  receipts 
show  an  increase  over  those  of  last  year,  of  about  $35,000. 
The  expenses  exceed  those  of  preceding  years,  caused  partly  by 
the  large  renewals  required  on  the  road  for  the  superstructure 
and  bridges,  and  the  heavy  repairs  made  on  the  rolling  stock ; 
and  partly  by  the  high  prices  demanded  for  labor  and  materials. 
The  extraordinarily  high  price  of  Wood,  has  added  much  to  the 
working  expenses  of  the  road  during  the  past  year. 

A  loss  by  fire,  at  East  Boston  on  the  19th  of  March  last, 
(amounting  to  $12,236,)  has  been  sustained,  by  the  destruction 
of  a  quantity  of  cotton,  destined  for  transportation  over  the  road. 

Many  of  the  'fenewals  that  have  been  made  the  past  year, 
will  not  again  be  required  for  a  number  of  years.  A  consider- 
able portion  of  the  road  yet  remains  to  be  renewed,  and  some 
of  the  bridges  will  require  heavy  repairs  during  the  coming 
year. 

A  dividend  of  seven  per  cent,  has  been  declared  for  the  past 
y^ear.  The  first,  of  three  per  cent,  in  cash,  was  paid  in  January 
last — the  second,  of  four  per  cent,  in  the  stock  of  the  East 
Boston  Ferry  Company,  will  be  payable  on  Tuesday,  the  11th 


inst,  This  stock  has  been  quite  a  source  of  income  to  the 
Company  in  years  past,  and  no  doubts  exist  of  its  future  pros- 
pects. A  dividend  of  four  per  cent,  for  the  past  six  months, 
has  been  declared  on  this  stock,  and  is  payable  on  the  first  day 
of  August  proximo,  to  holders  of  stock  28th  July. 

In  consequence  of  the  severe  stringency  in  the  money  market 
since  the  passage  of  the  Act  authorising  the  creation  of  addi- 
tional capital,  (which  act  contains  a  provision  that  such  capital 
should  not  be  issued  for  a  sum  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
per  share)  the  price  of  our  stock  in  the  market,  had  so  far 
receded  from  its  value,  that  it  would  have  been  deemed  impoli- 
tic to  have  offered  the  shares  of  the  Company  to  the  stockhold- 
ers, or  thrown  them  into  the  market  at  the  price  for  which  they 
have  been  sold,  had  the  prohibition  not  been  contained  in  the 
Act.  This  stringency  raised  the  interest  on  loans  to  exorbitant 
rates,  and  the  necessity  of  borrowing  to  complete  the  new  work, 
and  manage  the  floating  debt,  has  required  some  sacrifice  on 
the  part  of  the  directors  in  common  with  others  in  the  commu- 
nity, and  in  some  instances,  a  high  rate  of  interest  has  been 
paid. 

During  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  an  Act  was  passed 
authorising  railroad  corporations  to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose 
of  funding  their  floating  debt,  or  for  money  which  they  might 
borrow  for  any  purpose  sanctioned  by  law,  but  such  bonds  could 
not  be  valid  until  the  Act  Avas  accepted  by  the  stockholders,  at 
a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose.  A  portion  of  the  business 
of  this  meeting  is  the  consideration  and  adoption,  or  otherwise, 
of  the  following  Act : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  assembled^  and  by  the  aidhority  of  the 
saine^  as  folloivs : 

Sect.  1.  Any  railroad  corporation  established  by  the  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  may  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  fund- 
ing its  floating  debt,  or  for  money  which  it  may  borrow  for  any 
purpose  sanctioned  by  law :  provided^  however,  that  such  cor- 
poration shall  by  a  majority  of  votes  at  a  meeting  of  its  stock- 
holders called  for  that  purpose,  be  authorised  to  issue  the  same ; 
and  provided  that   the  bonds  so  issued   shall  in  no  case  exceed 


the  amount  of  capital  stock  actually  paid  in  by  the  stockholders 
of  said  company. 

Sect.  2.  Such  bonds  may  be  issued  in  sums  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  at  periods  not  exceeding 
twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  may  bear  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  an- 
nually or  semi-annually. 

Sect.  3.  No  railroad  corporation,  having  issued  any  bonds 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  subsequently  make  or  ex- 
ecute any  mortgage  upon  its  road,  equipments  and  franchise,  or 
any  of  its  property,  real  or  personal,  without  including  in  and 
securing  by  said  mortgage  all  such  bonds  previously  issued,  and 
all  other  pre-existing  debts  and  liabilities  of  said  corporation. 

Sect.  4.  No  such  bond  shall  be  issued  by  any  railroad 
corporation  unless  approved  by  one  or  more  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee of  said  corporation,  or  some  other  person  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  who  shall  certify  that  said  bond  is  properly  issued, 
and  recorded  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation. 

Sect.  5.  All  bonds  or  notes  which  have  been,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be,  issued  by  any  railroad  corporation  shall  be 
bindino;  and  collectable  in  law,  notwithstandino;  such  notes  or 
bonds  were  negotiated  and  sold  by  such  corporation  or  their 
agents  at  less  than  par.     [Ajyproved  April  13,  1854. 

By  the  above  Act,  it  is  believed  that  the  company  will  be 
•able  to  fund  the  greater  portion  of  its  floating  debt  on  advanta- 
geous terms,  and  the  payments  of  the  bonds  be  provided  for 
from  the  sales  of  property,  and  the  surplus  earnings  of  the 
roadj  without  any  material  increase  of  the  Capital  Stock. 

The  property  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company  not  wanted  for, 
or  used  in  its  regular  business  is  large,  and  much  of  it  real  estate 
(as  will  be  seen  by  Statement  on  page  6,  7,  8  )  which  was  obtained 
in  various  w^ays,  in  the  early  operations  of  the  company.  By  the 
change  of  the  terminus  of  the  road  in  Boston  some  accession  to 
it  has  been  made.  The  discontinuance  of  the  depot  at  East 
Boston,  will  open  valuable  lots  for  wharf  and  dockage  purposes, 
between  Lewis  street  and  the  line  of  boundary  on  the  north- 
east. That  portion  of  the  Boston  Depot  Estate  formerly  used 
for  the  business  of  the  road,  is  no  longer  wanted  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  will  add  much  to  the  value  of  that  property.     Some 


other  items  of  property  have  been  obtained  in  locating  the  ex- 
tension of  the  road  into  Boston,  purchased  with  a  view  to  secure 
greater  advantages  for  business,  and  where  the  damage  demand- 
ed for  locating  and  constructing  over  land  was  so  great,  that  it 
was  deemed  desirable  to  take  the  whole  tract  at  a  fair  valuation, 
rather  than  accede  to  the  price  demanded  as  damage. 

An  appraisement  of  the  real  estate  in  East  Boston,  has  been 
made  by  Messrs.  Ebenezer  Atkins,  Cyrus  Washburn  and  Mark 
Googins,  who  have  aflSxed  the  annexed  valuation  thereto.
